Sackctt said. "But based on the avail- 
ability of land for the pork district, I 
move that the Cavaliers' request be de- 
nied." 


Following the vote, Don Wnrrcn, presi- 


dent of the Cavaliers, thanked the park 
board for Its consideration of the matter. 
"I think you made a big mistake," he 
added. 


He said various civic organizations 


that supported the corps' move to Wheel- 
Ing would be notified to sec If they wish- 
ed to pursue the matter. 


ANOTHER Cavalier official, however, 


Indicated that It was unlikely that the 
corps would try to find another place in 
Wheeling to build their headquarters. He 
said the Cavaliers had "good feelers" 
from Northbrook, Decrflcld and Park 
Ridge, nnd would probably seek an ar- 
rangement with park districts In those 
towns. 


The corps official said If the Cavaliers 


move to one of these towns, the color 
guard of the First Illinois Volunteers 
Drum and Bugle Corps would relocate 
with the Cavaliers.

Closed-door session illegal? 


The Wheeling Park District held a 


closed-door session Thursday night to 
discuss certain aspects of the Cavaliers 
Drum and Bugle Corps proposed move to 
Wheeling. The session may have been Il- 
legal. 


The board called an executive session 


concerning real estate after the Cavaliers 
proposal came up for discussion. Imme- 
diately following the executive session, 
the board moved not to grant the Cav- 
aliers request to use pork land for their 
new headquarters. 


According to the Illinois Open Meeting 


Law, executive sessions on real estate 
may only be convened when acquisition 
of land is Involved. At the meeting, how- 
ever, Park Atty. Roger Bjorvlk said the 
law provided for executive sessions on 
aspects of real estate other than land ac- 
quisition. 


After checking the statute, Bjorvlk ad- 


mitted that the law allowed closed meet- 
Ings only for acquisition of property. He 
pointed out, however, that the board was 
apparently discussing land acquisition In 
relation to an casement that runs 
through Heritage Park where the board 
had been considering placing the Cav- 
aliers. He did not attend the closed meet- 
Ing. 


BJORVIK said that while It appeared 


the board discussed whether to allow the 
Cavaliers to use park land, because of 
the lack of discussion on the motion, 
such discussion may not actually have 
taken place. He said, however, any such 
discussion should have been handled In 
open session. 


Board member Eugene Sackett, who 


called for the executive session, said that 
land acquisition had been discussed. "In 
all honesty, we did discuss land in trying 
to find a place for them," he said. 


Sackett did say that although the pros 


and cons of the situation had not been 
discussed, some things had probably 
been mentioned which were not covered 
by the open meeting law. 


Sackett added he now thought a mis- 


take had been made in the wording of his 
motion to close the meeting, but added 
that he had relied on the park attorney. 
"If a mistake was made it was an honest 
mistake," he said. ,

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Construction of a $1 million public golf 


course on Cook County Forest Preserve 
District land near Hoffman Estates Is ex- 
pected to begin In early spring, accord- 
ing to Uw district's general superintend- 
ent. 


Tho 18-bole championship course Is ex- 


pected to be ready for play in the spring 
of 1074. 


Arthur Janura, general superintendent, 


said construction drawings for the 6,800- 
yard layout will bo completed within the 
next few weeks. He said contracts should 
be awarded within six weeks and con- 
struction will begin as soon as weather 
permits. 


The par-72 course will use about 200 


acres of land of a larger tract bounded 
by Algonquin, Rosolle, Central and Ela 
roads, Just north of the Northwest Toll- 
way. The land Is part of a 1,700-acro for- 
est preserve site known as the Paul 
Douglas Woods. 


Richard Buck, district landscape arcH 


tect, said much of the land to the north- 
west of the actual golf course will be 
reforested, as will some of the land on 
the course Itself. "Instead of cutting 
through the forest to make a golf 
course," he said, "we are going to refor- 
est the course." 


INCLUDED in the golf course area will 


bo a practice driving range, pro shop 
and refreshment area. Janura said sev- 
eral natural water retention areas will be 
deepened to provide better retention and 
also to provide water for sprinkling all 
greens, tees and fairways. 


Money for the construction has been 


noted In the 1973 budget for the district, 
now under consideration by the county 
board. 


Tho proposed budget earmarks $500,000 


for construction of the course itself; 
1310,000 for construction of the service- 
concession building; and almost another 
$100,000 for sanitary sewers, wells and 


fencing. Janura said final cost of the 
project is expected to be "right around 
$1 million." Earlier estimates placed the 
figure at $U million. 


An Inspection of the site yesterday re- 


vealed the layout of fairways, tees and 
greens have been determined 
and 


marked with red and white stakes. 


Janura said the aim of the district Is to 


make certain (he average golfer can 
make use of the course. He said the dis- 
trict is going to attempt to set greens 
fees at $3 per round — with a SO per cent 
discount for senior citizens and Junior 
players. 


TO KEEP costs down, Janura said, the 


dining facility at the course will be kept 
relatively staple, with only light foods 
being served. Noting the rolling nature of 
the terrain, however, Janura said the 
building will be located at the highest 
point on the course. "It will present a 
magnificent view," he said.. 


Buck, earlier, had said the course, 


however, would be a challenging one. "It 
will be a public-fee course like the dis- 
trict's other seven, and will be designed 
to handle a large number of players,".he 
said. 
• Janura said the site of the course was 
selected to be centralized In the high- 
growth area of the Northwest suburban 
area.

Indian children receive clothing gifts

Sixty Indian children, most of them or- 


phans or products of broken homes in the 
small village of Wahpcton, N.O., have 
some friends In the Northwest suburbs. 


For almost two months, children at the 


village's Indian school have been writing 
"thank you" letters to the Northwest 
YMCA In Des Plalncs, telling of their ap- 
preciation for some WOO worth of cloth- 
Ing sent to them at Christmas. 


The clothes came from members of the 


Y*s father-child Indian Guides, Warrior 
and Indian Princesses programs, all part 
of the Big Waters Federation. Their ship- 
ment Included shirts, pants, jackets, hats 
and gloves to help protect the Indian 
children against the cold North Dakota 
winter. 


"We wrote the Department of the Inte- 


rior and asked for names of children out 
there we could send gifts to," said Dick 
Feicht. of 281 W. Ambleslde Rd., Des 
Plalnes, who together with his son, Dan- 
ny, and several other federation fathers 
and sons, sent some $600 worth of clothes 
to the school. 


RON QU1.MDY. a federation director 


and full-time YMCA staff member, said 
the 10-year old Big Waters Club, whose 
membership exceeds 3,000 Northwest 
suburban youngsters and their fathers Is 
"oriented toward getting fathers more 
involved with their children by doing 
things together." 


Bringing fathers and sons or dauj htcrs 


closer together through participation In 
different kinds of activities and projects 
Is the purpose of Big Waters, according 
to Qulmby. 


The theme of the Federation is closely 


tied to American Indian folklore and way 
of life. Boys In first through third grades 
join the Indian Guides while fourth, fifth 
and sixth grade boys are called Indian 
Warriors. 


Whether a guide or a warrior, a son 


and his father are first members of one . 
of 12 nations with such names as Huron, 
Erie, Cherokee or Sioux. 


Each nation is divided into tribes and 


there are 22 In the federation with names 
like Apache, IlUnl, Ottowa and Semlnole. 
Eight pairs of youngster-and-father com- 
binations make up a tribe which meets 
twice monthly to work on crafts, make 
costumes, sing songs or engage in a 
sport. 


One tribal rule Is If the father or 


youngster to unable to attend a tribal. 


meeting neither goes. It must bo togeth- 
er. 


"THIS," says Qulmby, "Is consistent 


with our belief In fathcr-and-youngstcr 
togetherness." 


Girls arc not forgotten by the feder- 


ation. A father-daughter organization 
known as the Indian Princesses with 
girls In first through third grades also 
turn out twice monthly with their fathers 
In colorful tribal array to sing a song, 
play a sport or work on a craft.

Rather than assuming Indian 
names and wearing tribal costumes, the 
older girls join the Helen Keller club, 
Betsy Ross club, Louisa May Alcott club 
or a club named for some other famous 
woman. 


ACCORDING TO Jim Cuny, 555 Am- 


herst Ave., Des Plalnes, who has chil- 
dren in Big Waters and is a federation 
board member, the daughters and dads 
participate in outdoor activities but also 
undertake studies and projects In such 
areas as drama, first aid, science and 
art. 


Dads and daughters also take frequent 


trips to museums, the Adler Planetarium 
in Chicago, or visit police departments 
and zoos. Some field trips are required 
for daughters to earn an award in a par- 
ticular area of study. 


"Actually, the organization Is the exact 


opposite of the Cub Scouts," said Andy 
Mitchell of 311 N. School St.', Mount 
Prospect, chairman of the federation 
board and whose son Is an Indian Guide 
member. "In the Cub Scouts, each den 
has a den mother and she Is more or less 
the predominant figure, but In Big Wa- 
ters, the father plays that role."

According to local travel agencies this 


It a good time of >car to sunbathe In 
Mexico or Hawaii. In fact, many area 


residents who arc searching for a warm 
climate In a popular resort may have to 
take second or third choices of dates and 
accommodations. 


"People arc going to Mexico this year 


like It wasn't going to be there next 
)car," said Mrs. Fisher. Perhaps the 
Mexican exodus means 
suburbanites 


have had a hard winter and need a 
week's siesta 


ACCORDING TO another local travel 


agent, a 10-day trip to Mexico, one of 
their most popular tours this season, 
costs about $330 per person. That's cheap 
compared to a week in the Caribbean for 
$460 and comparable to trips to the Ba- 
hamas and Jamaica. 


Though the tratcl agencies In the area 


can send their clients anywhere In the 
world, almost, most suburbanites like the 
well-known places. 


"The area Is pretty conservative, most 


people who come in want one of the usu- 
al vacations," said Mrs. Fisher. 


Exotic trips planned by area travel 


agencies include a few safarU to Africa, 
a hunting trip to New Zealand and a few 
South American trips. NJ nss goes to 
Alaska or Europe this time of year. And 
ski resorts arc taking a backseat to the 
southern beaches. 


Of course "usual" vacations don't nec- 


essarily mean mundane places like 
Miami, cither. 


"People in the suburbs ore well-trav- 


eled, they want something a little differ- 
ent," according to Fran Donoghuc, a 
travel agent. 


AT MOST TRAVEL agencies the first 


few months of 1973 have proved to be 
very busy. Post holiday season blahs arc 
one possible reason that people arc tak- 
ing off In record numbers for quickie va- 
cations. 


And anyone who's anyone with a free 


weekend Is heading for Los Vegas. It 
costs only about $200 for a three-day 
stay. (Not counting gambling money). 


"It's not all that warm in Las Vegas, 


but there's lots to do — it's just right for 
a nice weekend," said Mrs. Donoghue. 
She said that the Bahamas are a good 
place for a three-or four-day vacation 
and Hawaii and Jamaica are good {or 
longer stays. 


"We book trips to Hawaii for a week, 


but it really takes more time than that to 
see everything you want to see and come 
back refreshed," said Mrs. Donoghue 
who said a few people have come back 
from a week's trip frustrated that they 
had to leave some sights unseen.

The radio In Jerry Smith's office la 


tuned to WBBM-AM at least eight hours 
a day But he doesn't really hear It — 
until It stops 


Silence Is what (riggers Smith Into ac- 


tion He Is part of the Intricate system 
that helps WBBM maintain its promise 
of 21 hours of news every day. Smith's 
job Is to watch over the thousands of 
pieces of equipment that keep the pow- 
erful WBBM giant radio towers near Elk 
Grove Village sending out one of the 
strongest signals In the nation. 


It's a lot easier to do that today than it 


was in 1951 when Smith first started to 
work at the tower site on Rtc. S3 "We're 
a tot more automatic now," Smith said. 
Once it look a crew of 10 men to babysit 
the long-stemmed antennas of the corn- 
fields; now Smith U alone

tower site and he checks the towers each 
day. "Basically, you take a look at them 
when you're outside," he explained. The 
larger tower stands 700 feet, the smaller 
2SO feet. The giant tower Is used most 
often except during a heavy storm. 


"DURING AN electrical storm, we 


switch over to the smalt towers and the 
giant one acts as a lightning rod," Smith 
said. "It creates only a micro-second de- 
lay. It would take special equipment to 
measure It." 


The tower Is climbed twice a year to 


replace the lights required by the FCC to 
warn low-flying aircraft. They're painted 
every five years. At one time Smith did 
somo tower climbing, but he's given it 
up. 


"Some people do It while the tower's 


hot," Smith said. "They use a wooden 
ladder and grab onto the tower quickly. 
You don't get a shock, but you could 
get a deep burn. It leaves a white spot on 
your fingers and you swear a little." 


During the day, the tower sends sig- 


nals as for as Indianapolis, Wausau, 
Wls.; and Lincoln, Neb. At night the sig- 
nal travels further. "It used to be, when 
there weren't so many small radio sta- 
tions, they could pick us up in Hawaii," 
Smith said. "I have a son in Atlanta, 
Ga , who says he gets our station clearer 
than the Atlanta station." 


Smith said the tall WGN towers north 


of the WBBM site on Rte. S3 don't affect 
the WBBM signal at all. The WGN 750- 
foot radio tower also sends Its signal 
from a 50,000-walt transmitter. 


Besides checking the towers, Smith re- 


places parts and Inspects all equipment. 
He sits In the 80-dcgrcc hot control room, 
checking the 50,000-watt transmitter and 
making sure the warning lights arc 
steady, not flashing. He keeps detailed 
records demanded by the FCC and up- 
dates blueprints of all new equipment. 


Smith Is also responsible for the 


"click" you may hear while listening to 
780 on a Monday night. That's when the 
signal is switched to a smaller, 10,000- 


watt transmitter so maintenance can be 
done on the big one. "We try to do it 
between words, so nobody wilt notice," 
Smith said. "But sometimes we miss and 
get caught between a word." 


DEDICATED TO keeping WBBM on 


the air, Smith is proud of a new dlcscl 
generator that goes on automatically 90 
seconds after the electrical power is cut 
off. "It will prevent times like several 
years ago when tvc were off the air for 
10 minutes," Smith said. "It was during 
construction down the road. The trucks 
knocked out some of the power lines 
and it was about 10 minutes before I 
found out and could turn on our gener- 
ator." 


In the radio business since 1932, Smith 


can tell a lot of good stories Like when 
WBBM towers were still located at the 
Glcnview Naval Air station and "Amos N 
Andy" and "Blondie" were coming over 
the waves. 


"I guess It was about 1939 when the big 


tower just fell over," Smith said. "The 
night transmitter went off so the mainte- 
nance man, not knowing anything had 
happened outside, went out to check the 
tower. He walked out the door and fell 
right over it" 


The towers were moved to the Rte. 53 


site In 1941 to make room for the Navy 
base. WBBM used the old tower until 
enough steel could be collected during 
wartime to build a new one. When the 
large tower was completed in 1942, work 
started on the smaller one. 


Smith says he isn't lonely being the 


only man stationed In the tower's head- 
quarters, eight hours a day, five days a 
week. He gets to go home fi.r lunch and 
that breaks up the day. He still keeps a 
can of beans on hand, though, just in 
case. 


"I was glad I had 'cm," Smith said. "I 


got snowed In here during the storm in 
1967, when I lived in Lombard I came to 
work on Thursday and didn't get homo 
until Sunday." 
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Tara-school district 
land deal possible

Representatives of Prospect Heights 


Dlst. 23 are willing "to work out some 
program," possibly a land donation, with 
developers proposing a 1,200-unit apart- 
ment complex within Dist. 23 boundaries. 


"We would certainly appreciate getting 


together with you to work out some pro- 
gram which will benefit you and our 
school district," said a letter written to 
developers of the proposed Tara Village 
by Henry Vallely, Dist. 23 attorney. 


The apartment complex is proposed for 


the southwest corner of Hintz and Wheel- 
Ing roads in Wheeling. It is just east of • 
John Muir School on Drake Terrace in 
Prospect Heights. 


The developers already have received 


preliminary plat approval from the 
Wheeling Plan Commission. The complex 
would consist of 600 two-bedroom, 480 
three-bedroom and 120 four-bedroom 
units on 75 acres. 


"As you know, our school district is 


very small, has practically no business 
or railroads in the area, and our only 
source of revenue is from residents and 
some other planned developments in the 
district," the letter sold. "For years we 
have been financially bankrupt and with 
the proposed development of your tract 
of land, we will be unable to handle such 
a large influx of pupils under our present 
number of school classrooms." 


MEL LACE, board president, esti- 


mated Dist. 23 could get as many as 
2,000 new students from the devel- 
opment. "We endeavor to get as much of 
a donation out of the subdlvider as we 
can," Lace said. "We consider land and 
building donations very nice."

Lace said the district Is "in a very 


weak position" to bargain with, a devel- 
oper since legally, a builder is not re- 
quired to donate anything to a school dis- 
trict Lace said, however, it has been 
common in Dist. 23 for a developer to 
offer a certain sum based on the pro- 
jected enrollment increase that would be 
created by the development. The projec- 
tion is computed on the number of bed- 
rooms in the proposed housing units.

At a Wheeling Plan Com- 
mission meeting, the developer Indicated 
that ho and Dist 23 "had come close to 
an agreement." 


School officials hope that Wheeling will

Vallely sug- 
gested the board "consider condemning 
the Tara property" if they can get no 
satisfaction in dealing with Wheeling. 


Board Member Alan Krinsky agreed, 


"We have to protect ourselves," he said.

get reports on his children. The possi- 
bilities range from no report at all 
through a checklist form to a written 
evaluation by the teacher. 


And If parents with a child at Bond 


don't like any of the alternatives offered 
by the school, they can write up their 
own report card and have the teacher fill 
that out. 


IN OTHER SCHOOLS and other dis- 


tricts, more traditional methods prevail. 
In Mount Prospect Dist. 57 students re- 
ceive the traditional letter grades in sub- 
ject areas beginning in the fourth grade. 
Before that children are rated at "satis- 
factory" or "needs time to develop" in 
matters of work habits and social devel- 
opment and teachers write comments on 
each child's academic progress. 


Dist. 57 has had the particular forms 


for two years according to district offi- 
cials. They were developed by a com- 
mittee of parents and teachers. 


Several schools, including Palatine 


Dlst. 15, Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 
and Lake County Dlst. 90, are either now 
trying or plan to try new grading sys- 
tems. 


In Dlst. 15, where most schools use 


fairly traditional report card forms, 
three schools are trying this year a new 
non-graded system which may be ex- 
panded to other schools. 


UNDER THE SYSTEM, a minimum of 


two face-to-face conferences, including 
parents, teachers and children, are to bo 
held each year. Before each conference 
parents arc asked to fill out a question- 
naire on what areas most concern them 
and the teacher and parents fill out a 
conference report for the district's flics 
during the meeting. 


Both Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 and 


Arlington Heights Dlst. 25 allow Individ- 
ual schools to choose the kind of report 
card they want to use. Administrators in 
both districts says the decision on a 
form is usually made cooperatively by 
teachers, principal and parents groups. 


In Dlst. 25, according to Director of 


Instruction James Montgomery, the dis- 
trict has drawn up overall guidelines for 
grading which says schools should com- 
bine the use of parent conferences with 
the use of report cards. 


The Dlst. 25 schools may then choose 


from several report forms printed by the 
district or may develop their own forms, 
which nut be approved by district offi- 
cials, Montgomery said.

Nimrod joins bid to oust drug taxes 


Stale Sen. John J. Nimrod, R-Skoklc, 


says he will Join efforts to eliminate the 
stale sales tax on food and medicine. 


Several proposals for eliminating that 


tax have been presented to the Illinois 
General Assembly, Including one by Rep. 
Eugene F. Schllckman, R-Arlington 
Heights, that would do away with sales 
taxes on drugs and medicine. 


"At (his moment," said Nimrod, "It 


appears that there will be a budget sur- 
plus resulting from an excess of reve- 
nues over expenditures during the past 
year." That surplus, he said, coupled 
with whatever savings Cov. Daniel Walk- 
er can produce of the 1500,000 he es- 
timated during the campaign, should 
pave the way for sales tax relief. 


Nimrod, vice chairman of the Senate 


Appropriations Committee, said sales tax 
relief might be achieved In the form of a 
direct "polnt-of-sale" reduction, or in 
"some form of annual schedule, based 
upon the number of Individuals in a fam- 
ily. .." 


"It Is clear," Nimrod said, "that the 


Illinois legislature Is In a tax-cutting 
mood, and elimination of the sales tax on 
food and medicine appears to be the best 
place to start."• 
• • 


REP. AARON JAFFE. D-Skokic, has 


rclntroduced legislation that would tight- 
en requirements for securing variances 
from the Pollution Control Board, which 
he says are sometimes granted by 
default. 


Under present rules, requests for vari- 


ances not acted upon by the board within 
90 days arc granted 
automatically. 


Jaffc's legislation would reverse that 
rule, dictating that variances requests 
not acted upon In six months would be 
automatically denied. 


"The present law furors the polluter," 


said Jaffe. "My bill would change the 
law to favor and protect the public."

Had there been another San Francisco 


quake? Was Johnstown again flooded? 
Has the lethal 1918 flu cpldenlc re- 
surged? No. On Jon. 22, the U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruling liberalized the na- 
tion's abortion laws. 


Washington O.C.'s Archbishop Patrick 


Cardinal O'Boylo charged the Supremo 
Court with sanctioning what ho called 
"hideous and heinous crime." He com- 
pared the ruling to the pro-salvcry Dred 
Scott decision of 1837. 


He went on to charge that this "con- 


demning (o death of innoccnt.dcfenselcss 
children" is a "shocking display of a few 
men arrogating to themselves the Judg- 
ment at what stage the life of the unborn 
child may bo terminated." 


Notably, one of these "few men" who 


sanctioned what His Eminence described 
as "grave sin" Is one of Cardinal 
O'Boylo's very own Archdloccsan flock. 
His name Is William Brcnnan and ho Is a 
Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court. It Is not the Cardinal's court, as 
he courageously demonstrated. And It Is 
not the "Nixon Court." For three of the 
four Nixon appointees demonstrated this, 
In supporting the historic 7-2 decision, 
which Is the antithesis of the Nixon anti- 
abortion view announced during the past 
(election) year. 


YET NEITHER the Cardinal's lengthy 


statement, nor Mr. Justice Brennan's of- 
fice, had even a hint of what might rea- 
sonably be expected for any Catholic (In 
O'Boylo's domain, at any rate) who sup- 
p or ted 
what Ills Eminence called 


"slaughter at whim of defenseless chil- 
dren." 


At this writing, however, there has 


been no announcement or even rumor of 
an Impending excommunication of Jus- 
lice Brennan. 


Justice Brennan's Cardinal Archbishop 


Is the very samo prelate who suspended 
priests — and even ordered some of 
them out of their rectories — because 
they dared to disagree with the Pope's 
anti-contraceptive encyclical Humonac 
Vltae, (which a substantial number of 
Catholics have intentionally and contin- 
ually disobeyed.) 


Is it possible that Cardinal O'Boylc has 


somehow grown mellow — about such a 
c o m p e l l i n g Issue as murdcr-ln-thc- 
womb? 


There is, admittedly, an Impressive 
volume of fury in his protest of the 
court's action — so strong In fact as to 
cause wonderment ns to what on earth 
His Eminence would have said had the 
court ruled that states can force people 
to have abortions. 


But the ruling docs not impose abor- 


tions on anybody. It simply prohibits any 
stale from intruding Into what should be 
the historic privacy of the uterus — act- 
Ing upon the preposterously imaginative 
presumption that all embryos are some- 
how citizens. This Is denied by the Con- 
stitutional definition of a citizen: a per- 
son born or naturalized. 


SUCH PRESUMPTION of embryonic 


— or even zygotic, or blastular — citizen- 
ship, which Is the equivalent of confusing 
a building with its blueprint, has been 
opposed by a lot more Catholics besides 
Justice Brennan. 


The idea that a human being Is created 


at the Instant of conception (upon which 
theory the 1B69 Roman Catholic canon 
law is based) happens to have been 
strongly opposed by Saints Augustine, 
Aiuolm and St. Thomas Aquinas among 
others, — as well as in the sharp dis- 
tinctions by Popes Gregory XIV and In- 
nocent III of the difference between ani- 
mate and Inanimate fetuses. 


Even so recent a Saint as Alfonsus LI- 


quorl, who lived more than a century af- 
ter the Invention of the compound micro- 
scope, opposed the idea that a human 
being is created at the Instant of con- 
ception. So have present day Jesuit 
scholars Joseph Doncccl and Thomas 
Wassmcr. And another Jesuit scholar 
(Congressman) Robert Drlnan (Dem- 
Mass.) told this column that he Is unwill- 
ing to have what rocurrncnt polls dis- 
close as a minority viewpoint Imposed 
upon the entire public. Hence It isn't 
"The Cardinal's Congressman," cither. 


Is Cardinal O'Boyle now prepared to 


contend that all these saints and Popes 
were murderously mistaken about what 
he contends is the "slaughtering of In- 
nocent and defenseless children?" 


Is he presently preparing to call for 


the excommunication of Jesuits Was- 
smcr, Doncccl and Drlnan and Catholic 
Justice William Brennan? 


If his bitter attack on the Supreme 


Court Is more than rhetoric and The Car- 
dinal Is so prepared, the result should be 
more newsworthy (and hilarious) than 
the Scopes Trial. 


Birth control decree ignored

A national fertility study has con- 


firmed a fact long suspected by Catholic 
priests throughout the country. 


A large majority of Catholic women 


are Ignoring Pope Paul's decree that It's 
sinful to use the pill or other con- 
traceptive measures. 


The Pope took that position in a 1968 


encyclical entitled "Humanae Vltae." 
which caused widespread 
dissension 


throughout the Catholic Church. 


Many Catholic theologians and parish 


priests said publicly they did not agree 
with the papal reasoning. Privately, a 
number of bishops and cardinals voiced 
distress that the Pope would Issue such a 
controversial document without even 
consulting the worldwide hierarchy of 
the Church, as he had seemingly prom- 
ised to do In accepting the Vatican Coun- 
cil'* principle of "colleglallty" or shared 
authority In the Church. 


Although mcst bishops subsequently 


gave at least Up service to the papal de- 
cree, and some cracked down sternly on 
young priests who continued to dispute it 
publicly, H Is apparent from the new 
study that the ban on contraception has 
not been effective.

defense and good Samaritan bill" was In- 
troduced In the state Senate by Sen. 
James F. Bell, R-Jollet. Under the bill, a 
person could not be tried for any act 
committed In the defense of himself, his 
family, or his real or personal property.

cution anyone coming to the aid of the 
victim of a forcible felony or other 
serious crime and would pay his medical 
expenses up to $10,000 If he is hurt.

Sixty-eight per cent of these women — 


more than two thirds of the national 
sample — acknowledged they regularly 
used birth control methods, such as the 
pill, dlaphrams or intrnutcrine devices, 
condemned by the papal encyclical. 


Among young Catholic women ages 20 


to 24, 78 per cent said they were pre- 
venting pregnancies by means other than 
the rhythm method — the only form of 
birth control found morally acceptable 
by Paul VI. 


MSGR. JAMES McHUGH. director of 


the Family Life Division of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, acknowledged that 
the "demographic data" of the study ap- 
peared to be "generally quite accurate." 


But he disagreed with the conclusion of 


Drs. Westoff and Bumpass that the study 
shows a "crisis of authority" in the Cath- 
olic Church with millions of members 
"rejecting" the Church's teachings. 


Non-compliance with a particular ar- 


ticle of religious teaching docs not neces- 
sarily mean rejection of the Church's au- 
thority in other fields, McHugh said.

Crabtree Center: protecting 
resources from 'over-loving*

"Any heavily used fragile resources 


can be loved to death," warns Charles A. 
(Chuck) Wcstcott. 


A point of reference in Westcott's 


statement ls a 360-year old Burr Oak tree 
on the outskirts of Harrington. The mas- 
sive oak b one of many natural pheno- 
mena contained and protected from 
unintentional "over-loving" In Crabtree 
Nature Center, a project of the con- 
servation department of Cook County 
Forest Preserve District. 


An Interpretive naturalist, Wcstcott 


serves as director of the 1,100 center — 
tho newest and largest of four sanc- 
tuaries operated by the forest preserve 
district. 


Since the center opened in October, 


1971, an estimated 112,000 visitors have 
loured the ((rounds, Weslcott reports. He 
claims this b less than have vbitcd other 
county-operated centers but attributes It 
lo many persons living less than a mile 
away who are unaware of Its existence. 


As more people become aware of the 


center. Wwtcott believes it will gain 
prominence.

school or scout field trips. He predicts 
that at the end of the third year of oper-

He envisioned the area as a 
model farm and while efforts to create 
this portion of the center have not active- 
ly begun, Wcstcott hopes, through feder- 
al assistance, to achieve this within a 
maximum of seven years. 


At Crabtree. ecology b the underlying 


theme. Relationships between plants, an- 
I m a 1 s and • their environment are 
stressed. Emphasis b placed on the na- 
tive oak-hickory forests and prairies. 


Also In residence at the center b a 


flock of Canada geese that lands on 
Crabtrec Lake In spring and fall. Wildlife 
observation blinds, wildflowers, prairie 
and aquatic exhibits complete the scene.

•need new laws 


If modern urban society has 


created a new beast of burden for 
its weight of taxes and responsi- 
bility, surely ho Is the single family 
homeowner. 


Plundered by taxes, thrown into 


a feudal economic system which 
makes him both money baron and 
handyman, the average 
home- 


owner is not only king of his castle, 
he Is also fodder for every fast 
talking traveling show to sell him 
everything he needs — including, 
at the very beginning, his house. 


Indeed, homeowners everywhere 


are considered fair game for con 
artists ranging In style from chim- 
ney shakers who make bogus home 
repairs to the more sophisticated 
huckstcrism of politicians who see 
the stable family as a cornucopia 
of tax money. • 


Now, we discover, there Is ample 


reason to believe that inconsist- 
encies in the law and sloth on the 
part of housing developers can 
mean heartbreak for a young fami- 
ly who buys a homo only to find it 
docs not match the builder's prom- 
ises. 


In a recent three-part scries by 


Herald staff writer Marilyn Heiser, 
the new home buying market was 
shown to be a potentially dan- 
gerous arena In which the sales- 
man's guile was pitted against of- 
ten naive and misdirected young 
families. 


Obviously, not all builders or 


their representatives fall into this 
category, but enough of them exist 
to make the passage of buyer pro- 
tection acts by the Stale of Illinois 
mandatory 
In today's booming 


housing market 


First, an Information disclosure 


bill is needed requiring builders to 
furnish potential buyers with spe- 
cific and relevant facts about the 
property. These would Include tax- 
Ing districts, school attendance 
boundaries, current taxing rates, 
zoning in adjacent parcels of land 
and descriptions of the drainage 
systems. 


While the facts of the property 


description could change as the 
property matures, at least the 


young home buyer would be able to 
see their new property in per- 
spective. 


Second, warranty provisions on 


new houses should be clarified. 
Some lawyers contend no warranty 
can ever be specific enough, or 
that too specific warranties may 
cause some problems to be ex- 
cluded. 


Nevertheless, warranties should 


be more descriptive than the pre- 
sent "minor" and "major" termi- 
nology given to such problems as 
faulty construction; and at least a 
home buyer should know If the 
home is covered for inadequate In- 
sulation, water seepage and poor 
floors. 


' Finally, perhaps the most impor- 
tant measure: 
The Consumer 


Fraud Division of the Attorney 
General's office should be given 
the authority to act in the housing 
market for the benefit of the home 
buyer. 


Presently, the state Attorney 


General has no province in the 
housing market, even though con- 
sumer frauds perpetrated there 
arc disastrous on the pocketbook of 
the consumer. 


A bill granting such authority to 


the Consumer Fraud Division was 
proposed last year but was not 
passed through the legislature. Au- 
thority should be granted imme- 
diately to the Attorney General's 
office and limited powers left with 
the Department of Registration 
and Education which has no way of 
dealing with housing contract fail- 
ures. 


This country is witnessing an at- 


tack on all fronts on the old adage, 
"buyer beware." Nowhere is the 
creation of ample consumer pro- 
tection laws more needed than in 
the new housing market. 


Builders, financial institutions 


and salesmen should all welcome 
these measures because the hous- 
ing industry at large will benefit no 
less than the family man who 
wants to take a big step and buy a 
house — and not automatically a 
headache.

First President 'careful' 


Washington's power- use 


by DON GRAFF 


The power of the presidency is the 


domlncnt issue on the political scene to- 
day, and may well continue to be 
through another four years. 


Not, at least, since the tumultuous 


FDR era has the exercise and inter- 
pretation of the powers'of the nation's 
highest office been the focus of such at- 
tention, and dispute. 


It is worth recalling at this particular 


point that the question of the proper 
scope of the presidency has been with us 
for a very long time. It began not with 
Franklin or Theodore Roosevelt, or with 
Abraham Lincoln or other of the 
"strong" occupants of the office through 
later years, but with the very first Pros- 
dent. 


The Constitution sketched the presiden- 


cy. It was George Washington who filled 
in the essential details. 


The cornerstone 


Washington considered the translation 


of the political theory of the Constitution 
into a functioning national government 
his prime responsibility. He approached 
the task as a political pragmatist, seek- 
ing the most satisfactory interpretations 
of the Consitution's often ambiguous or 
very broad wording through trial and 
sometimes error. 


Washington's responses to early tests 


of the federal system were often decisive 
to the nation's future development. In the 
Whiskey Rebellion of 1794, he acted firm- 
ly but judiciously, affirming the suprem- 
acy of the law and the taxation powers of 
Congress. He backed his policy with 
armed force, but no blood was shed. 


Although he clearly dominated the gov- 


ernment, his Interest was not in personal 
government. With perhaps the greatest 
wealth of talent to choose from since 
Athens' golden age, Washington appoint- 
ed to key posts strong men of strong 
opinions, often in conflict. The shape of 
the new nation's developing political, so- 
cial and economic structure was to a 
very great extent defined in those early 
years by the contiulng debate between 
the two pillars and poles of Washing- 
ton's Cabinet, Thomas Jefferson, the 
Democrat's Democrat and Alexander 
Hamilton, advocate of strong, even auto- 
cratic government. 


Even in the company of these greater 


intellects, Washington was Indisputably 
master of his own government. He knew 
how to select brilliant men and1 to direct 
their efforts to the greatest benefit, mod- 
crating but not muffling debate. Hard- 
working, he was a master of adminis- 
trative detail. He built and he built well, 
so that when Jefferson, with a much 
more dynamic approach to government, 
became President in 1801, he would point 
to Washington's system as the model for 
his own administration. 


The presidency and the nation have 


changed much in the years since. But 
George Washington provided that firm 
foundation upon which later innovative 
Presidents would build, and which could 
survive the inadequacies of weaker 
successors. He established the power of 
the presidency, and of a people.

Health Center, to consider allegations 
against that institution). 


Last year the "target" was the Chi- 


cago-Read Zone Center, and it is pre- 
dictable that in the coming months and 
years, similar investigations will be held. 


Disclosures and token improvements 


will be made — but fundamental and 
radical improvements will not be made 
in our treatment of mentally ill persons. 


There are two philosophical positions 


which can be taken towards institutional 
mental health core in Illinois. The first is 
that new buildings, new insights and the 
general progress in our attitudes towards 
mental illness have produced much more 
progress in the field of mental health. 
And such a philosophy is partially true, 
especially as it applies to non-institu- 
tional treatment. 


The second philosophy is evidenced by 


the kind of mental health care which 
happens when you, the patient, are lock- 
ed into a security unit at, say, the Chi- 
cago-Read Zone Center, on West Irving 
Pork Road hi Chicago. 


Gov. Daniel Walker has had consid- 


erable exposure to the first philosophy, 
and he seems to be concerned about 
mental health care in Illinois. 


For the second philosophy, it would be 


beneficial for the good governor to com- 
mit himself voluntarily for a week to a 
maximum security unit at Chicago-Read. 


I'm not questioning the governor's san- 


ity. I am wondering how effectively he 
can evaluate institutional mental health 
if he's never been a patient. 


He'd hear the doors locked behind him, 


and find his world would be limited by 
whims and caprices of aides and doctors 
(some competent, some vicious and un- 
caring) who control the lives and, to 
some degree, the behavior of patients. 


He would grow to understand why an 


institution such as Chicago-Read — or 
any mental hospital, for that matter — 
becomes a prison. He would learn how 
its walls and locked doors affect behav- 
ior — perhaps serving as "redemptive 
punishment," perhaps further wracking 
the patient's psychological state of mind 
and thus assuring repeated visits. 


Such a visit might Inspire Dan Walker 


to place the Issue of mental health care 
where it belongs as perhaps THE prior- 
ity in Illinois. Such a visit might produce 
thorough training programs for aides, 
hiring the best persons to run institutions 
and ridding the hospitals of all the politi- 
cal Incompetents who flock like flies to 
carrion. 


Such reasoning Is, of course, sim- 


plistic. But this reporter visited a friend 
in Chicago-Read 17 months ago. Through 
the patient's eyes, Chicago-Read Is an 
angry, frustrating hell-hole that destroys 
and kills those it should help. I agree 
with the patient's perceptions. 


The skeptics will say that hell-holes 


will always be part of our mental health 
system. If we send our governor into a 
mental institution for a week, perhaps 
we could revise this skepticism.

It's hard to believe that you could be 


»aving as much as $735 a year on your 
car Insurance, Just by spending some 
time on comparison shopping. But that's 
the way It turned out In a recent In- 
vestigation of how much premiums vary 
In one state. 


Quotations were obtained from 20 com- 


panies by the Illinois Department of In- 
surance. The figures they came up with, 
the department reports, "arc actual pre- 
mium quotations based on tho actual 
driving characteristics of a 37-year-old 
married man who used his car for pleas- 
ure and had two chargeable accidents." 


When they gave their hypothetical 


driver an address In a metropolitan area, 
tho companies surveyed quoted pro-

WHEN THE SAME hypothetical driver 


was located In a nonmetropolltan area, 
the premiums quoted ranged from $143 
to $429 — exactly three times as much 
for the highest priced policy. 


Tho problem most car owners have In 


making a similar survey of premium 
costs for themselves Is fighting their way 
through the jungle of Insurance jargon. 


What do you make of It when one com- 


pany tells you its premium Is based on 
"20/40/5," and another tells you that a 
certain coverage is "A.C.V."? 


"AUTO INSURANCE buyers can save 


money and get more effective Insurance 
coverage by understanding what auto In- 
surance is and the way It works," says 
James Baylor, the state's Director of In- 
surance, In a foreword to the shopper's 
guide now being distributed by the de- 
partment. 


Its aim is to make the car owner a sort 


of Instant expert on auto insurance — at 
least to the extent that he understands 
what the various kinds of coverage are, 
how rate* arc set and why they vary, 
and how to break down quotations on a 
work-sheet to make point-by-point and 
overall cost comparisons. 


Unlike the shopper's guide being dis- 


tributed by Insurance departments in 
other states — most notably Pennsylva- 
nia — the Illinois guide does not list com- 
panies by name and show actual pre- 
mium figures. "Our experience has been 
that all the variations confuse rather 
than help," says the Illinois department. 


Its approach Is to try to make each 


reader an Informed shopper, and one 
section of the guide "walks him through" 
a selection of companies of various 
types, and the procedure to follow In get- 
ting quotations. 


LOWEST COST, by Itself, may not rep- 


resent the car owner's best buy, the 
guide warns. "You might be better off 
paying a few more premium dollars for 
better service," it advises — adequate 
claims service In your own community, 
being ready with easily understandable 
advice on Insurance problems, efficient 
billing and correspondent services. 


On the other hand, the astonishing 


variations In premium costs revealed by 
the 20-company survey can't be ex- 
plained away by better companies, bet- 
ter coverage or better service. 


What Is the explanation? "Some com- 


panies spend more on agents' commis- 
sions, employe salaries, and other oper- 
ating costs," says the Illinois depart- 
ment. "Some write insurance only in a 


limited geographical area with high or 
low accident rates, so their premium lev- 
els are correspondingly high or low." 


In short, It's not true here that "you 


get what you pay for." You get what you 
shop for.

The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
Few foods contain complete proteins 


That is bad luck, but bad luck follows 
players who get beyond game." 


(Nevrtpaper Enterprise Assn.) 


Dear Dr. Lamb — For over a year I 


have been a vegetarian. I'm very careful 
about choosing the foods I eat and I feel 
fine, however, I read in your column that 
there are eight amlno adds that the body 
cannot manufacture Itself and that one 
should vary his source of proteins to ob- 
tain these. This leads me to ask whether 
animal protein Is the only source of the 
eight amlno acids the human body can- 
not make itself and in what particular 
foods are these amlno acids to be found. 


Dear Reader — Proteins are made up 


of amlno acids. There are about 25 of 
these and 10 of them are considered es- 
sential for growth which must be sup- 
plied by the diet. Adequate amounts of 
eight of these arc sufficient for adults 
after their growth period. 


Proteins are complete or Incomplete 


on the basis of whether they contain all 
of the necessary amlno adds or not. In- 
complete proteins contain only part of 
the essential amlno adds. If a person 
eats a variety of foods with Incomplete 
proteins, as long as they complement 
each other to provide the total amount of 
necessary amlno acids, the diet will be 
all right. 


Only a few food groups have complete 


proteins containing all the necessary 
amlno adds. The main ones are corn, 


eggs, lean meat, milk, soybeans, wheat 
and cheese, although cheese Is low In 
cystine. If you really meant foods that 
were not animal products this would 
make the list pretty small, specifically 
corn, soybeans and wheat. If you just 
meant eliminating meat products, you 
could add to this list cheese, milk and 
eggs. 


Of course, corn and wheat have limited 


amounts of protein even though what 
protein they contain Is a complete pro- 
tein. You'd need to cat an awful lot of 
wheat and corn containing a tremendous 
number of calories to meet your protein 
requirements In ihis manner. 


SOME SOURCES of incomplete pro- 


tein, which are nevertheless important In 
planning a diet, are gelatin (an animal 
product) and mature bean seeds, like 
navy beans. Beans are an excellent 
source of protein and will contain a larg- 
er quantity of protein than either wheat 
or corn, for example. 


The combination of beans and corn in 


adequate quantities In the diet will meet 
the protein requirements that a person 
needs, without using any animal prod- 
ucts. 


This is the basis for the observation 


that In those countries where beans and 
corn are both used as a major source of 


food the individuals are healthy but In 
those countries where corn alone is used 
nutritional problems often develop. 


A very strict vegetarian who wanted to 


avoid all animal products could eat ce- 
real, specifically wheat, a considerable 
amount of mature bean seeds and corn. 
If mature soybeans are available, they 
would be an excellent source of protein. 


If a person merely wanted to avoid 


eating meats, they could use corn, 
wheat, milk, beans, eggs and cheese. To 


limit the amount of fat Intake, fortified 
skim milk and uncreamed cottage cheese 
can be used. 


Because lean meats are an excellent 


source of complete proteins, they are 
usually recommended for the diet How- 
' ever, the protein and amlno acid require- 


ments can be met on a meat-free diet

needs adjusting by pulling a piece of pa- 
per through the closed door? I didn't get 
an Instruction book from the dealer, nor 
docs he seem cooperative. Would It help 
to write the manufacturer? —Ruth Schu- 
ckcrt 


Yes, write the manufacturer — right 


now. Customer service Is a big thing 
with all the companies. You'll not only 
get an Instruction book quickly, but I can 
almost guarantee the lackadaisical deal- 
er will bo called on the carpet. 


Refrigeration engineers say the refrig- 


erator can be placed In any spot where 
the temperature Is "normal." If put next 
to a stove, however, there should bo air 
circulating around the box. With the flex- 
ible magnetic gaskets around the edge, It 
no longer is possible to tell about door 
adjustment by pulling a paper through. 


If the unit Isn't exactly level on the 


floor, the door could bo out of line and 
jrck In moisture that creates frost build- 
up. 


Anyway, I'm sure all this will be taken 


care of once the manufacturer gets your 
letter.

Your editorial of February 6 on the re- 


cent abortion decision of the United 
States Supreme Court merits some com- 
ment 


You exhort those who are opposed to 


abortion to accept the majority opinion 
of the court and to direct their energies 
to helping women find alternatives to 
abortion. This you recommend as being 
preferable to any attempt to overturn the 
m a j o r i t y opinion by constitutional 
amendment, or presumably, by other le- 
gitimate political action. Among the ar- 
guments you advance in support of your 
position you state that "It Is Important to 
note what the decision did not do. It did 
not say that any woman should bo forced 
to have an abortion against her will; nor 
did it rule on the touchy issue of when 
the fetus becomes a human being." 


As to the first of these omissions I am 


sure you realize that no Informed oppo- 
nent of abortion supposes anything con- 
trary to what you state. The second 
omission, on the other hand, is the 
heart of the matter. That Is what the ar- 
gument Is all about and the majority 
opinion evidences no movement, forward 
or backward, on this Issue but takes ref- 
uge in tho assertion that, "The unborn 
have never been recognized as persons in 
the whole sense." 


In short, in this age of legal 


development and on so critical an 
fort to interpret the Constitution on the 
matter of "pcrsonhood" but rests on 
precedent alone: "Tho Constitution docs 
not define 'person' in so many words. 
Tho use of the word Is such that it has 
application only postnatally." Curiously, 
though, the majority opinion seems to 
recognize a tenuous relativity and uncer- 
tainty in Its decision, for, in discussing 
the arguments advanced in behalf of fet- 
al rights it agrees quite unequivocally, 
"If this suggestion of pcrsonhood is es- 
tablished, tho appellant's case, of course 
collapses, for the fetus' right to life is 
then guaranteed specifically by the 
amendment" 


Tho amendment referred to in this in- 


stance is the 14th Amendment which con- 
sltutlonallzcd legal pcrsonhood for black 
Americans, thus effectively overtiming 
the Drod Scott Decision of an earlier Su- 
premo Court. Indeed, it took many 


amendments to the Constitution to suc- 
cessively extend what the majority opin- 
ion calls "personhood" in the "whole 
sense" — and each of these amend- 
ments was in response to silence or lack 
of clarity in the Constitution: The 15th 
Amendment was necessary to guarantee 
suffrage to black males, the 19th to ex- 
tend suffrage to female citizens, the 23rd 
to adult residents of the District of Co- 
lumbia, the 24th to specifically outlaw 
the poll-tax, and the 26th to extend suf- 
frage to 18-year-olds. We still have mul- 
tiple Instances of limited legal person- 
hood — witness the current movement 
for the Equal Rights Amendment — but 
no such Instance of limited legal capacity 
denies the right to llfo to the subject of 
such incapacity. 


The static position of the majority 


opinion is further emphasized by its ap- 
peal to tho antiquated concept of "via- 
bility" as the humanizing criterion and 
as the "compelling" point at which the 
state may act to protect the life of the 
unborn fetus. In so doing It seems to be 
holding legal science far behind the 
biological sciences. It Ignores entirely 
what modern science now knows about 
the DMA code and the genetic Imprint. 
The zygote is recognized as a human or- 
ganism and nothing but a human organ- 
ism by blogeneticlsts the world over, 
completely dependent on the life support 
system of the mother's body, yes, but so 
Is the neonatal Infant completely depend- 
ent on the care of other humans and 
sometimes, on artificial instruments. So, 
too, are thousands of other' humans 
completely dependent for life on iron 
lungs, on kidney machines, on pacema- 
kers, and on other less-publicized life 
support instrumentalities. Does this ter- 
rifying dependency make them any less 
in their "pcrsonhood" than those of us 
who are temporarily normal and only 
relatively independent? I think not, and 
If it takes a constitutional amendment to 
guarantee forever their right to life and 
tho right to life of the unborn then tho 
battle must be joined — and it will be 
joined. Meanwhile, I assure you all re- 
sponsible anti-abortion groups are doing 
their utmost to help women find alterna- 
tives to abortion.

Reader blasts apartment conditions 


I vrould like to take this opportunity to 


reply to John Costronovo, general man- 
ager of Vavrus & Associates. 


Costranovo's first allegation that my 


apartment has flooded only twice is ex- 
actly half the truth. Since January, 1972, 
my apartment has flooded four times 
with sewer water. The source of all the 
flood water was the sewer pipe located In 
tho hallway outside my apartment. I 
might odd that the cap that Is supposed 
to cover this pipe has been off for the 
past year. After many complaints of my 
own It took a direct order, on January IB, 
1973 from Daniel Murphy, the Hoffman 
Estates building commissioner, to havo 
tho cap secured. 


In the past 13 months, the only time 


my wife or I (my wife Is home during 
tho day) has seen anyone redding the 
sewers is when the ugly block stinking 
water gushes into our apartment. If 
Prairie Ridge records arc as good as 
thoir maintenance I am surprised they 
have any recorded floods. 


Castronovo also states that the com- 


plex has no rodent problems. Twice dur- 
ing the later half of 1972 complaints of 
rats around the unkept garbage bins 
were forwarded to the resident manager. 
One of those complaints was made by 
my wife, and the rats were witnessed by 
a former tenant, Mrs. Carol Patrick. 


Castronovo's third allegation Is that 


both swimming pools were open the en- 
tire summer. This is a complete fabri- 
cation of tho facts. My apartment is lo- 
cated approximately 20 feet from tho 
second, or so-call "adult," swimming 
pool. I cannot remember one day that 
this pool was open. My wife was refused 
entrance to this pool many times during 
tho summer. Upon questioning the man- 
agement's actions my wife was told that 
it was too expensive to operate both 
pools. They must be spending all their 
money on maintenance. 


Castronovo also states that the pools 


have been Inspected by the state. This I 
do not doubt, but I can't help from won- 
dering how secure parents feel knowing 
there is no lifeguard. 


Castronovo finally states that I am just 


creating problems to get out of my lease. 
My only answer to this is, how would 
you like sewer water sloshing' around 
your apartment, how would you like rats' 
roaming around the garbage, how would 
you like shoddy maintenance of he 
grounds, how would you like small chil- 
dren swimming in on unattended pool? If 
you can possibly answer "yes" to any of 
the above questions, then move into 
Prairie Ridge.

Since at this point it would be patently 


absurd to base unification on tax reduc- 
tion, what is the advantage of it? A new 
district, of course, would create many 
new administrative jobs that could be ra- 
pidly handed out by whoever held the 
power after unification. 


School Dist. 54's projected population 


is such that it will always be split consid- 
erably among seven villages with none of 
them ever having sufficient votes to con- 
trol the district The schools cannot, 
therefore, ever be politically controlled 
unless the district is divided to give one 
village or political party or entity a ma- 
joraty of tho vote in the new district 
With the school district projected to be 
over 40,000 students, political control of 
the personnel and monies could be im- 
portant in establishing political gains. 


The only example of political control of 


schools in Illinois is Chicago. If political 
control becomes important in Schaum- 
burg schools they should be at least as 
efficient as the Chicago system. 
- 


What are the disadvantages? The big- 


gest is tho destruction of the neighbor- 
hood school concept and the immediate 
relocation of about one-fourth of all the 
students. Some students will face class 
sizes of over 35 students while rooms In 
the other district may sit empty. Fully 
half, It not all, of the people of Schaum- 
burg Township will have their taxes in- 
creased. 


What happens to teachers? They will 


probably be given the choice of entering 
a new district with an immediate salary 
increase or else staying In a district that 


would have to freeze salaries. Morale 
would thus be destroyed. 


While tenure laws rightfully protect 


teachers in such situations, any teachers 
who did not guess exactly right the first 
time could suffer. Any transfer between 
the districts would result in tenure loss. 
This is particularly distressing when you 
also consider the large number of junior 
high school teachers who would probably 
lose their jobs in any unification along 
political lines (Schaumburg has all the 
presently operating junior high schools in 
the district). 
' Teacher tenure laws desirably protect 
teachers from political influence. We 
must be careful not to strip teachers of 
tenure and then throw them head on into 
a bitter political struggle. 


It will be interesting to see how the 


proposed study commission on unifica- 
tion deals with these concepts.

"Don't Bo Alarmed - Village's Airport 
Intentions Honorable," by Pat Gerlach 
(Schaumburg Herald, January 18). Mrs. 
Gcrlach's "analysis" attempted to quell 
seven • objections to on airport in 
Schaumburg. These seven objections 
were 1) purchase of Schaumburg Air- 
port, 2) extension of the 3,000 foot run- 
way at the airport to accommodate com- 
mercial jetcraft, 3) bail the financially 
faltering local airport out of difficulty 
through use of village, state or federal 
funds, 4) generate a personal profit 
through such an endeavor, 5) willfully 
add to mounting air and noise pollution, 
6) endanger the health and safety of area 
residents, and 7) keep their intentions se- 
cret Did Pat Gerlach consider the fol- 
lowing factors in her analysis? 


1) Purchase Schaumburg Airport — 


Officials claim there are no intentions to 
purchase the existing airport yet the ar- 
ticle states, ".. . Atcher end other com- 
munity leaders stress the airport, should 
it be village owned, will never be a com- 
mercial depot" The statement, "should 
It be village owned," implies that the 
possibility of village ownership still ex- 
ists even though the mayor has no cur- 
rent plans to purchase it. Moreover, op- 
position Is not only to purchase of the 
current airport but to the location of an 
airport anywhere within the village. 


2) Extension of runway — Village offi- 


cials deny they intend to extend the 3,000 
foot runway to accommodate com- 
mercial jets yet the article states, "Run- 
way extension, if the study results are 
positive, is an FAA requirement, Atcher 
says." 


3) Bail out tho financially faltering local 


airport — the objection is not limited to 
balling out the current airport through 
use of local, state or federal funds but 
also Includes opposition to using tax 
money of any kind to build and support 
any municipal airport Even proportion- 
ing money for a feasibility study Is ques- 
tionable economy. 


4) Generate personal profit — Personal

Could the ego of village officials consider 
an airport for this village as a status 
symbol? Secondly, the majority of resi- 
dents would not use such a facility since 
it would not be a commercial depot.

jection is not so much as to keeping In- 
tentions secret as to having those in- 
tentions in the first place. 


I also wish Mrs. Gerlach to consider 


these two points. Mayor Atcher proposed 
a regional transportation hub to include 
air and all types of ground trans- 
portation. The village states that a mod- 
em general aviation airport is consid- 
ered prime to such an installation. I ask 
why. Officials give no answer because 
there is none. Air and ground trans- 
portation are two distinct entities and the 
existence of one does not hinge upon the 
other. 


Lastly, the fact that the village is only 


at the stage of contracting to have a 
feasibility study made is no reason to 
quell opposition. The fact is that the 
feasibility study is the first step in a 
series of steps necessary to bring an air- 
port to Schaumburg. The question is 
should we even take this first step. 


In final analysis of the facts I can only 


conclude that the residents of Schaum- 
burg and surrounding 
communities 


should be concerned and leery of the vil- 
lage's intentions regarding an airport I 
cannot accept the conclusions made by 
the Herald's "analyst," Pat Gerlach.

Coho and Chinook salmon and steel- 


head trout running, in the lake have 
opened an exciting new era for fish- 
erman that has only begun to reach Its 
potential. Responding to the Coho craze, 
the Waukcgan Charter Boat Association, 
a fleet of 17 boats ranging from 19 to 55 
feet, has sprung up to help fishing fans 
fina the salmon. 


During the Fourth Annual Midwest 


Boat Show, March 8-18, at the Arlington 
Park Exposition Center, three of the 
Waukcgan charter boat captains will 
give Illustrated talks on Coho and Chi- 
nook fishing at 9.00 each evening. They 
will explain how the Michigan Dcpt. of 
Natural Resources stocked the lake with 
salmon and trout, and how the "dead 
lake" came alive after a ten-year ab- 
sence of sports fishing. 


The charter boat captains also will 


give tips on tackle and techniques needed 
to produce a good catch and they will 
describe the habits of lake salmon, and 
how they differ from salt water fish. A 
big difference Is that lake salmon arc not 
necessarily top water feeders. They seek 
a thermal barrier of 55 to 57 degrees F. 
and fishing fans have to find the barrier 
In order to find the fish. 


All the Waukcgan charter boats are 


equipped 
with electronic underwater 


thermometers which locate the thermal 
barrier. Recording sonar on each boat 
reads the surface and bottom and fish in 
between. With this equipment, the boat 
captains can determine tho size of the 
fish, specie, and extent of the school. The 
team action in locating fish is monitored 
electronically. 


Operating five to seven miles off 


Waukcgan, the charter fleet patterns It- 
self to locate the fish, and operates a 
salmon radio channel, so that all fishing 
boats can converge on the area where 
the fish are running. This assures good 
fishing almost every day, according to 
Hoffman. 
> 


As the Coast Guard licensed captains 


will explain at the Midwest Boat Show, 
charter boats also are equipped with out- 
riggers and downriggers for deeper fish- 
ing, radio direction finders, ship to shore 
radio phones, and marine toilets. They 
furnish all tackle and bait.' 


Reservations for half or full day char- 


ters for up to six persons can be made 
by dialing B-I-G F-I-S-H, 244-3474. The 
charter boat season begins In April and 
extends through October, with May. 
June, and July the best months for fish- 
Ing. Larger fish generally ire caught In 
August and September.

Battle of Mobile Bay replayed to raise the Tecumseh

MOBILE, Ala. — Sonny WlnUcll can 


M« It all as clearly as (he salt and pep- 
per shakers on the plastic-topped table 
over which he's hunching In his restau- 
rant 


Wlntzell'i Is where you go when you 


want lo eat oysters or shrimp or any 
kind of seafood In Mobile, but Sonny's 
mind Is not on Ms business. 


It's on a corroding hulk of Iron Im- 


bedded In mud under 32 feet of water In 
Mobile Bay. It has been there more than 
100 years and the thought of It obsesses 
Sonny. Because he's the one who found It 
eight years ago, he claims, and would 
like to drag It up from the bottom. 


On Aug. S, IBM, the Tecumseh had 


steamed Into Mobile Bay, through tor- 
pedo-laced waters, In the vanguard of 
Adm. David Farragut's fleet of Union 
warships. At a point off Fort Morgan, an

explosion ripped the magazine and with- 
in three minutes the ship sank. 


That's when Admiral Farrogut shouted 


his memorable tines: "Damn the tor- 
pedoes! Full speed ahead!" 


NOW SONNY'S explaining, "There 


(between the salt and the pepper) Is 
where the clear channel was for ships to 
get through Into the harbor. 


"I'm convinced the commander dis- 


obeyed orders and changed course to 
come close to shore here (the salt sha- 
ker) when he saw the Tecumseh In the 
bay coming across to Intercept him. That 
ran him Into the torpedoes. You can tell 
It from the position of the rudder." 


Quick pause for clarifying the no- 


menclature. What were called torpedoes 
then would be called mines today — 
shell-encased explosives strung together 
under the water to detonate on contact. 


How did Sonny know the position of the 


rudder? In 19&, one hundred years later, 
he sent a diver down to find the sunken 
monitor-type warship of the Civil War. 
Why? 


"I'm a Civil War buff. There has al- 


ways been controversy on how the Te- 
cumseh was sunk, whether It was from 
torpedoes or a shell from the forts which 
overlooked the channel. Man who dove 
for me found two seven-Inch holes close 
to the magazine. 


"YOU KNOW. THE Tecumseh was like 


a cheese box on a raft. It was 234 feet 
long and a 250-ton turret in the middle 
with a gun that shot projectiles weighing 
600 pounds. It was a clumsy thing. 


"In those says when a ship was sunk 


they immediately tried to raise it. In the 
Battle of Mobile Bay, seven ships were 
sunk In two days and six were raised. 
Divers sent down then said the Tecum- 
seh was unsalvagcable. It sank like no 
other ship. A ship usually settles on keel 
when it's sunk. This thing Just turned up- 
side down, pulled that way by the heavy 
turret settling In the mud. 


"In 1874, It was sold to a retired Navy 


captain for $50 to salvage, but Congress 
turned it down. And then they lost Its 
location. There's a remote possibility 
that hurricanes in 1906 and '16 might 
have moved It. 


"I'm the man who found it." 


SONNY WINTZELL Is n 43-year-old 


sagging little man with deep lines around 
his eyes who once weighed 280 pounds 
and lost more than 90. The Wintzclls are 
from Bayou la Batry, o little fishing vil- 
lage on the other side of the bay, and 
have always gone to sea. Sonny has even 
done some commercial salvage work. In 
1938, his father, James Oliver Wintzcll 
Sr., converted a ramshackle furniture 
store on Dauphin Street Into a seafood 
place and everybody who comes to Mo-

Sonny Wlntzell, who came into the

"I GOT EVERYTHING ever written 


on the Tecumseh. Went to Washington 
and got the plans from Congress. Then I 
got an 1865 chart and laid it against a 
present day chart and researched the 
sinking, on a wall over there (over a 
sign: "Women are made to be loved, not 
understood"). 


"When I was convinced where it was, 


within two city blocks, we took a weigh- 
ted chain and pulled it along the bottom. 
My cousins pull trolls hi that area. We 
kept running over this lump In 32 feet of 
water." 


Sonny sent a diver down into the bay 


. at that spot one midnight — he didn't 


want visitors snooping around — and the 
lump turned out to be the overturned hull 
of the sunken Iron-clad ship, barely stick- 
Ing out of the mud. Now hanging in the 
restaurant is a sea-logged piece of wood 
which Sonny identifies as part of the. 
hatch. 


"We also got some oysters and coal 


out of it," he continues. "I registered a 
claim for her in the state of Alabama 
with the right revered George C. Wallace 
and got a letter telling me to go ahead 
and salvage it." 


BUT SONNY SOON found out the U.S. 


Navy never gives up title to a sunken 
ship. The Smithsonian Institution heard 
of the discovery and took over the site. 
There were plans, if the ship was ever 
raised, to display it In Washington, D.C. 
This started Sonny in a running battle 
with the government which has lasted for 
years to keep the Tecumseh in Mobile. 


"I got to be honest," he says. "I didn't 


go after the Tecumseh Just for the Joy of 
knowledge. This could be a big tourist 
attraction. I put $20,000 Into finding her 
and I consider it a business investment. 


"The Tecumseh would draw 60 to 


70,000 people a month at $4 a head. The 
metal's in good shape. I figure I can 
raise it for half a million dollars, though 
they say it'll cost more. I had found 
somebody to put up the cabbage. I ain't 
no dummy.

'Power of Japan' entombed in Truk Lagoon 


MOEN. Truk (UPI) - The military 


power of pre-war Japan lies entombed 
In the cobalt waters of Truk Lagoon and 
burled In the jungle of tiny Eton Island. 


More than 60 Japanese ships were sunk 


Inside the 40-mlle-wlde atoll which for 30 
years was Japan's secret Pearl Harbor 
and South Pacific bastion. From here 
were launched the attacks on Midway, 
Guadalcanal and New Guinea. Once this 
anchorage housed the most powerful ar- 
mada over assembled by man. 


Totiay there is little surface evidence 


that Truk, Its 12 volcanic islands, strate- 
gic location In the eastern Carolines and 
nerve center of Japan's pacific fleet was 
once on Impregnable fortress housing 
some 40,000 Japanese. 


BUT JUST BELOW waters of Truk La- 


goon lie the coral-encrusted wrecks of 
destroyers, tankers, submarines and car- 
go ships, most of them sunk In the mas- 
sive American carrier strikes of Feb. 17 
and 18,1944. There Is the submarine ten- 
der Rio de Janeiro Maru lying SO feet 
below the surface off Uman Island, the 
300-foot-long freighter Goesel Maru only 
six feet under water, and the armed air- 
craft ferry Fujikawa Maru — still loaded 
with Zero fighter planes — whose two 
rusty masts tick out of the water as teth- 
ering posts for sports divers. 


Most tragic of the sinkings that Febru- 


ary dawn was the submarine M69 which 
purposely dived to the bottom to escape 
the American attack. But an unclosed 
valve crippled the big sub and she was 
unable to surface when the raid ended. 
For three days Japanese divers listened 
In anguish to the coded messages beat 
out with hammers by the doomed crew. 
The last faltering ping came on Feb. 20. 
Three months later salvage crews found 
64 bodies trapped Inside the sunken hull. 


Two Japanese bombers lie in the clear 


30-foot waters off Etan Island, belts of 
ammunition still in the machine guns 
and bombs under the wings. 


They were part of the estimated 265 


planes destroyed on the airfields at Eton, 
Mocn and Para, or trying to take off dur- 
ing the surprise attack. 


TOUK's NEWEST hotel, the 58-room- 


Truk Continental, was built on the for- 
mer seaplane base at Mocn Island whose 
fighter strip now handles international 
jets. The shrub-covered air raid shelters 
on the hotel grounds were jammed with 
masses of sweating humanity during the 
two days and a night that the big raid 
lasted, and were In continual use through 
the last 18 months of the war when Truk 
became a besieged Japanese fortress In 
the middle of an Allied-owned ocean. 


Lino Ncdllc, who fled Into the hills 


when the first bombs hit, said only Japa- 
nese were allowed In the shelters and the 


scores of caves which pock-marked the 
main Islands. 


"None of us Trukcse were ever allowed 


on Etan after the war began," Nedlic 
said. "Even though it was my home Is- 
land." 


Barefooted, Lino led the way ashore at 


Etan up what's left of the Japanese sea- 
plane ramp. He points to the meticulous-' 
ly squared blocks of rock which the 
Japanese and Korean laborers built Into 
six-foot-high walls to hold the filled-ln 
coral for their airfields. Coconut trees 
now grow out of what was the fighter 
strip, and off to the left lies the ghostly 
wreckage of a Zero entangled hrvlnes 
and undergrowth. Part of the oxidized 
metal was put to good use — to build a 
makeshift pig pen on what was once the 
asphalted tarmac. 


"WE STOLE the sweet potatoes from 


the Japanese gardens at night," Lino 
confessed with a soft chuckle. "Only way 
we keep alive. We also eat nojurs which 
Japanese never find out was good eat- 
ing," ho added, reaching up to a small 
tree and picking'off a soft; squashy fruit. 
"Tastes bad, but It kept us alive." 


The stocky Trukcse plunged Into tho 


mass of greenery and found a trail that 
threaded inland past an overgrown bunk- 
er that the visitor nearly stumbled over 
before realizing what it was. 


Around another bend the huge concrete 


navy headquarters looked out of the 
jungle like a lost Mayan temple. Trees 
and bushes grow out of the blasted three- 
foot thick walls. A rusting stove pipe 
protrudes from an adjoining massive 
blockhouse, tho exhaust pipe for the disci 
generators once housed here In what was 
the command's power plant. 


Farther along the trail is the two-story 


barracks, storehouse and mess all with 
Immense square pillars of concrete sup- 
porting the reinforced concrete ceiling. 


Armor-piercing bombs have blasted 
holes in the meter-thick walls, exposing a 
web of rusty, tangled reinforcing rods 
now Intertwined with morning glorys. 


THE CARNAGE, the blood, the torn 


bodies and the agony that filled these 
supposedly impregnable rooms when the 
bombs hit can only be Imagined by those 
not there, and never forgotten by those 
who were there and survived. An unvar- 
nished table with a vase full of wilted 
flowers seems weirdly out of place in 
this massive concrete shell.

Jews still counting Nazi victims 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Twenty-seven 


years after tho end of World War II, the 
Jews are still counting and Identifying 
their dead from tho Nazi holocaust. 


The number of black volumes filled 


with the lists of victims has outgrown the 
small, darkened library of death at the 
Israeli memorial to those who perished. 


More than 2.5 million dead have been 


documented by the Yad Vashcm "The 
Martyrs' Foundation" Center, but a new 
hall Is to be built soon to accommodate 
millions more. 


"It will be Impossible to reach the six 


million figure, since whole communities 
were wiped out and we'll never know the 
number of people lost or their names," 
Yitzhak And, the director of Yad Vasb- 
em, said. 


"But, I hope we can get to four mil- 
lion." 


THE EFFORT Is a renewed campaign 


to count the exact number of Jews killed 
In gas chambers, In front of firing 
squads or In moss graves during the 
Nazi reign. 


Arad said the count had been stopped 


after the 1967 Middle East war In defe- 
rence lo the dead of that campaign. 


"Now," he said, "the holocaust isn't 


that painful to remember." 


Names, birthplaces and death sites of 


Jews murdered In World War II arc 
being collected on one-page testimony 
(heed filled In by relatives or witnesses 
of friends. 


Testimony sheets in English, Hebrew, 


Yiddish, Russian, French and Portu- 


guese are being distributed to Jewish 
communities around the world for com- 
pletion. 


Arad said the campaign was meeting 


resistance from people who think It will 
strengthen the claims of extremist Ger- 
mans and 'Arabs that the six million fig- 
ure Is the work of Jewish propagandists. 


"WHEN WE STARTED collecting the 


names, people said it was impossible to 
get them all and that thb will support 
arguments that not really six million 
were killed," he sold. 


"But we know how many Jews lived In 


Europe before the Nazis came and we 
know how many lived through the 
holocaust We just don't know exactly 
who they all were." 


Arad, a former brigadier general In 


the Israeli army who fought with resis- 
tance movements in Eastern Europe dur- 
ing World War n, said not all Jews went 
passively to the death chambers of con- 
centration camps. 


"We'll never know, again, exactly how 


many Jews took part in the armed resis- 
tance," he said. "Many of these fighters 
were themselves exterminated and we'll 
never know about them.'" 


One group of partisan fighters that sur- 


vived is heading the testimony sheet col- 
lection in the United States. The Ameri- 
can Federation of Jewish Fighters, 
Camp Inmates and Nazi Victims are dis- 
tributing the sheets through synagogues, 
Jewish community centers and news- 
papers.

Lake County fire protection 
issue on village agenda

The old debate over who should pro- 


vide (Ira protection to Lake County Buf- 
falo Grove residents Is to be reopened at 
tonight's village board meeting. 


Henry Harms, spokesman for a group 


of. about SO Lake County residents, plans 
to discuss the possibility of adding that 
portion of the village to the Wheeling 
Rural Fire Protection District. The area 
Is currently served by the Long Grove 
Itural Fire Protection District. 


Harms said the main reason the resi- 


dents want to annex to the Wheeling fire 
district Is because they feel control of 
fire protection should be In 
Buffalo 


Grove. 


"We're looking to the lime when a mu- 


nicipal (Ire department will be created," 
Harms said. "There's nothing more pow- 
erful than the vote — that's where your 
pressure points arc." 


HARMS EMPHASIZED that the resi- 


dents arc not dissatisfied with the ser- 
vice now porvlded by the Long Grove 
Fire Department. 


"I'm sure they're doing an adequate 


job," he said. "It's just that wo feel all 
services should be operated by Buffalo 
Grove." 


Until 1970, a section of about 60 homes 


In Lake County was served by the Wheel- 
Ing fire district. However in a referen- 
dum of all Lake County Buffalo Grove 
residents, in the fall of that year, the 
homeowners voted to annex the entire 
area Into the Long Grove fire district. 


Following the referendum, the bound- 


ary line between the two fire districts 
was set at Checker Road. 


BUFFALO GROVE Fire Chief Wayne 


Winter feels the controversy over fire 
protection In Lake County has been re- 
newed because residents have not re- 
ceived the service they were promised. 
Winter said the promises were not made 
by Long Grove fire district officials, but 
by supporters of the referendum who so- 
licited votes. 


"In some cases, these people were out 


and out lied to and I think they're finding 
that out now," Winter said. 


According to Winter, residents were 


told by the referendum supporters that 


the quality of fire protection provided by 
both departments was equal. 


"Anyone can look at the fire protection 


rating bureau's figures and see that just 
Isn't true," Winter said. 


IN AN INDEPENDENT study of local 


fire protection prepared last summer, 
the protection afforded Lake County resi- 
dents by the Long Grove department was 
termed adequate. 


Comparing the two departments, Win- 


ter said, "Saying that Long Grove gives 
adequate service Is like saying you can 
get by on $5 for the week, but it sure 
would be nice to have $10." 


Pending possible tax rate changes, an- 


nexation to the Wheeling district would 
mean a higher fire protection tax for 
Lake County Buffalo Grove residents. 
However, residents would get a break on 
fire Insurance. 


The Wheeling fire district Is a taxing 


body that is responsible for providing 
fire protection for its area. In Buffalo 
Grove It provides that protection by sign- 
ing a contract with the Buffalo Grove 
Fire Dept., Inc., a private corporation.

cial population figure from the 57,239 
residents counted here In 1970. 


Mrs. Rohrbach Saturday urged Inter- 


ested persons to apply for the ccnsusta- 
kcr jobs, which will pay 11 cents per per- 
son counted. She said the deadline for 
signing up will probably be March 19 and 
applicants will bo tested March 20 and 
21. 


Cor junkyard 
zoning ruling 
expected soon 


Circuit Court Judge Abraham Brusscll 


is expected to rule this month on zoning 
of a controversial car junkyard at 300 W. 
Touhy Ave.. unincorporated Elk Grove 
Township. 


Final zoning arguments in the attempt 


to close the Globe Auto Disposal Corp. 
were heard last week In Chicago. 


"1 expect tho judge will rule within 


two weeks," Jerome Schnln, first assist- 
ant state's attorney, said. 


Schaln asked Brusscll to close the yard 


seven months ago because tho property 
Is zoned manufacturing. 


Tho suit was prompted by residents of 


a neighboring trailer park who com- 
plained of "rats, noise, fires and no fenc- 
ing." Mrs. Isle Wollln, a trailer park 
resident, said. 


Tho Globe owners. William Zuccaro 


and Abo Marmal. filed a countcrsult, 
claiming that the M-l zoning was uncon- 
stitutional because some surrounding 
property Is M-2 which would allow junk- 
yard operation. The owners asked the 
court to rczone the land. 


Dnujcll will rule on constitutionality of 


the zoning, based on information filed 
Tuesday and testimony last fall. If the 
zoning h upheld, Schaln said he will ask 
for closing of tho yard and possible fin- 
ing of the owners. 


TOTAL COST of the special hcadcount, 


to be supervised by Edna Kuhlman of 
the U.S. Census Bureau, will be about 
$22,000, Mrs. Rohrbach said. The city has 
already paid the federal government 
$8,000 for the census, she said. 


City officials have said a special cen- 


sus could add as many as 5,000 persons 
to the population here, resulting In about 
$63,500 In additional state Income and 
motor fuel tax funds and increasing tho 
amount the city gets from federal reve- 
nue sharing. 


The 1970 census, which showed a drop 


of 223 persons from the 57,462 counted In 
a special 1968 census tally, has been crit- 
icized by city officials as inaccurate. 


They have cited as an example two 


north side census areas which indicated 
a population of 49 in tho 1970 census. Vot- 
er registration records for those areas 
show about 400 registered voters. The 
city estimates Its actual population at 
60,000 to 62,000. 


Despite numerous protests to the cen- 


sus bureau asking federal officials to re- 
consider, Dos Plaines was told the 1970 
total would not be changed without a spe- 
cial census. The 1970 hcadcount was con- 
ducted by mall, not with door-to-door 
canvassers. 


To be eligible, census takers must bo 


U.S. citizens at least 18 years old. They 
must work eight hours a day but can 
work In tho evenings, Mrs. Rohrbach 
said. 


THE SPECIAL census will be directed 


from a storefront office owned by the 
city at 1428 Miner St. Census takers will 
each bo assigned to a certain geogra- 
phical area and will bo given another 
area when their first canvass Is com- 
plete, Mrs. Rohrbach said. 


Applications for the jobs ore avail- 


able at the city's personnel office, 1585 
Elllswood St., she said. 


A city planning consultant two years 


ago predicted a 1990 population of 90,000 
for DCS Plaines, although that figure has 
since been revised downward somewhat. 
Population growth here has been affect- 
ed by a drop In the birth rate and a slow- 
down In housing construction recently 
compared to the early 1960s. 


However, a study of new housing con- 


struction here between 1968 and 1970 by 
the city's planning consultant provided 
further indications that tho 1970 census 
figures were erroneous.

Machines 
save money 
for driver ed

Machines are saving money In the 


driver education program at Maine East 
High School and improving classroom in- 
struction, according to Joseph Paw- 
lowski, chairman of the driver education 
department 


The machines, 14 classroom simula- 


tors, each have a driver's seat, dash- 
board, floor board and steering wheel. 
Students seated behind the wheel 
"drive" in response to a fllmstrip show- 
Ing a roadway as it appears from Inside 
a moving car. As the student moves the 
wheel and operates the brakes, turn sig- 
nals and accelerator, his response is 
recorded electronically on the simulator 
and on a control panel at the teacher's 
desk. 


The 14 simulators cost the school dis- 


trict a total of $31,000 and have enabled 
Maine East to reduce It's driver educa- 
tion faculty by one and one third teach- 
ers, said Pawlowski. About 300 students 
are registered in the schools driver edu- 
cation program each semester and ISO 
students in the six-week summer pro- 
gram. It costs between $75 and $80 to 
train each student, said Pawlowski but 
the state reimburses the school $50 for 
each one who completes the course. 


Maine East has had the simulators and 


is the only high school in Dist 207 that 
uses them. The Illinois Department of 
.Transportation last week anproved the 
purchase by Cook County of two 14-unlt 
simulators for Maine West and Maine 
South high schools. Half the estimated 
$71,000 total cost will be reimbursed by. 
the federal government, according to 
William Cellini, Illinois transportation 
secretary. 


MAINE EASTS driver education pro- 


gram has three phases of instruction 
which are taught concurrently. The 
classroom phase emphasizes textbook 
work and lectures which teach the stu- 
dent laws, rules of safety and driving at- 
titudes. The simulator phase.gives the 
students some practice with emergency 
driving situations and traffic • hazards 
which are rarely duplicated in a real 
car. The behlnd-the-wheel phase of in- 
struction is student practice on public 
roadways with a dual control car and a 
driving instructor. The cars, 21 in the 
district, are donated to the schools each 
year by 10 local car dealers. 


In both the simulator phase and the 


actual driving phase, students begin with 
simple maneuvers such as right and left 
turns and braking. With practice, they 
advance to more difficult driving and 
with the use of the simulator they can 
learn to handle a car that blows a tire, 
skids on ice, and react to sudden hazards 
such as a child who runs out in the' 
street.

Once he learns to sec and predict a haz- 
ard, he can decide how to avoid It and 
learn to maneuver the car In an emer- 
gency. 


MAINE EAST IS one of the first 


schools to operate the simulator and the 
bchlnd-thc-whecl phase of the instruction 
at the same time, said Pawlowski. Stu- 
dents drive about IS minutes each day in 
the dual control cars progressing from 
the quiet streets In the area to some of 
'.he more busy ones. Students who have 
just spent some time operating the simu- 
litor the day or hour before arc much 
more confident when they get behind the 
wheel and often learn quicker than stu- 
dents who haven't used the simulator for 
a few weeks, he said. 


In addition to driving and safety tech- 


nique, students learn basic auto mechan- 
ics, some simple repairs, and proper 
care of an automobile.

Such Information Is not 
provided to driver education teachers by 
the counseling staff. Also, the faculty 
evaluation said, no programs for the op- 
eration of motorcycles are provided, and 
follow-up studies on the driving records 
of graduates arc Inadequate. 


Teachers recommended that students 


be screened for physical and psy- 
chological problems before taking, the 
course and that the state provide some 
method of recording student driving per- 
formance.

Village eyes new 'Outer Planets'plans 


by MARILYN IIEISER 


New plans (or four 32-story buildings, 


part of the dormant Outer Planets devel- 
opment, have been reviewed by officials 
of the Schaumburg Building Department, 
a source close to the village said 
recently. 


Lee RJ uano, 2010 W. Golf Rd., Arling- 


ton Heights, originator, planner, and 
builder of the Outer Planets devel- 
opment, confirmed that his architects 
have prepared plans reviving the concept 
of a futuristic new city center, a project 
originally approved in fall of 1968. 


A billboard on Hlggins Road Just west 


of ID. Rte. S3 marks the site of the mas- 
sive Outer Planets development as Ro- 
mano originally presented It. 


More than two hundred acres in or to 


be annexed to Schauraburg will be de- 
voted to Romano's Outer Planets, he 
said Friday. Additionally, land in Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Meadows will 
eventually be part of his "Northwest 
Loop" concept. 


THE LAND is located in several par- 


cels at the Intersection of Hlggins Road 
and 1-90 and at the junction of nearby 
major arteries, Romano said. 


While he refused to make any other 


specifics public at this time, the plan will 
includt a mixture of apartments and 
condominiums, office buildings, and hotel 
space. The buildings will vary in heights, 
but will be highrises. 


Romano confirmed that discussions 


with the building department in Schaum- 
burg have taken place, a step necessary 
before asking the village for rczoning 
and annexation. 


The plan, as originally approved by the 


village in the fall of 1968, Involved 86 
acres on the southwest corner of Hlggins 
and Rte. 53. The village granted planned 
unit development zoning and annexation 
for what was then a $150 million project 
scheduled to include a 113-story office 
building and other multi-story apart- 
ment, hotel, and office structures. 


IN THE-MIDST of the village dis- 


cussions, the state gave notice of its In- 
tent to purchase about 20 acres of the 
project land for use as right of way and 
frontage roads to connect 1-90 with Rte. 
53 and Higgins Road. 


The state did buy the land from Ro- 


mano, and In February, 1971 the village 
board ruled that'the land revert to its 


original single-family zoning because Ro- 
mano had not begun construction as he 
had planned. 


Romano said Friday he let the zoning 


lapse because the land could not be de- 
veloped as he proposed after the state 
bought the twenty acres. 


In addition to the Schaumburg Outer 


Planets development, in spring of 1970 
the Hepald reported that Romano-pro- 
posed to build a high-rise hotel and office 
buildings on land he owned in the vicin- 
ity of Arlington Heights Road, the North- 
west Tollway, and Algonquin Road. 


THE HERALD also reported at that 


time that Romano's plans call for more 
high-rise office buildings at Golf Road 
where the Northwest Tollway crosses 
near Rolling Meadows. 


Sports World, another Romano project, 


fell through in 1971 when the Cook Coun- 
ty Forest Preserve condemned and then 
purchased acres in Elk Grove Township 
first intended as a luxury sports com- 
plex, complete with domed stadium, res- 
taurants, and skating rinks. 


The 97 acres located across from the 


WGN tower were added to the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve. 


New ordinance approved on weights and measures

The consumer who purchases 10 gal- 


lons of gas has no way of knowing If he 
really received that much, or If only nine 
gallons were pumped Into his car. 


A new ordinance approved in the Vil- 


lage of Schaumburg and recommended 
for all area communities Is designed to 
help Insure each dollar paid brings a 
dollar's worth of gas, or any other prod- 
uct sold by weight or measure. 


The State of Illinois already operates 


an agency to guard the consumer's 
rights In this respect. Under the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, division of stan- 
dards and weights and measures, the 
family food shopper should never, never 
pay for a pound of hamburger and re- 
ceive only 14 ounces. But even the state 
superintendent of that division, Glenn 
Yard, Is encouraging all municipalities 
in the state to establish their own depart- 
ments of weights and measures. 


THE 44 MEN In Yard's department 


are responsible for regulating all types of 
weight and measurement In Illinois, 
from the stockyard scales to the balance 
scale at the momma and poppa grocery 
down the street. Three men have the 
charge of regulating gasoline pumps for 
northern Illinois, and another two Inspect 
grocery store scales for the same area. 


Yard agrees the numbers are not ade- 


quate, and he Is advising all municipal- 
ities with the authority to do so to take 
on some of the load. Only municipalities 
with populations of 20,000 or more are 
eligible. 


In Schaumburg, the responsibilities of 


the office will fall to Hy Yeargln, the 
village's permits and licensing official. 
The ordinance was developed as a con- 


sumer protection service, said Yeargln. 
He noted a conversation with a service 
station owner who reported a 4^-to five- 
year lapse between Inspections by state 
agents. Yeargin plans accuracy checks 
at service stations and food outlets every 
six months. 


THE LOCAL approach to this type of 


consumer service wins Yard's support on 
two grounds. First, he said, the con- 
sumer Is better served by control that Is 
present and obvious at all times, and is 
accessible for complaints or questions. 
The local Inspector Is more likely to pick 
up a violation of weights and measures 
regulations, and because of his better un- 
derstanding of the community and local 
merchants, can accomplish corrective 
measures with less delay. 


Also, noted Yard, the consumer will 


now have "two watchdogs." Local ordi- 
nances do not mean the state will no 
longer inspect In the community, al- 
though state Inspections will be less 
frequent. And should the state fall to 
check local outlets, It still will review an- 
nual reports from the community detail- 
ing the results of Inspections and any 
subsequent action. 


While Yard strongly encourages more 


communities to take the action Schaum- 
burg chose, only Skoklc and Evanston 
have similar departments In the North- 
west Chicago arena. 


PREPARING to establish Schaum- 


burg's department, Yeargin contacted 
surrounding municipalities and could 
find none closer than Skokle that had any 
experience with weights and measures 
control, although Elgin officials said they 
had considered setting up departments of 
their own. 


The expense Is not great, said Yeargin, 


noting that equipment purchases are a 
one-time act. Skoklc has been using the 
same testing devices 25 years. 


INITIAL COST will be somewhere be- 


tween $500 and $900, said Yeargin. This 
will provide weight kits with precision 
stainless steel weights'measuring from 
one-sixteenth ounce to two pounds; 25- 
pound weights; a 5-gallon gasoline can 
with calibrated markings and gauges; 
funnels, wrenches and other hand tools 


and the printed material to record the 
functions of the department. This will in- 
clude decals and receipts for the estab- 
lishments which will have been tested. 


Yeargin will be testing an estimated 


200 gasoline pumps and 150 to 200 food 
scales in the village. This will not Inter- 
fere with his other responsibilities, he 
said, since licensing and permit chores 
are seasonal in nature. He can conduct 
his weights and measures inspections in 
the off-construction seasons.

"But based on the avail- 
ability of land for the park district, I 
move that the Cavaliers' request be de- 
nied." 


Following the vote, Don Warren, presi- 


dent of the Cavaliers, thanked the park 
board for Its consideration of the matter. 
"I think you made a big mistake," he 
added. 


He sold various civic organizations 


that supported the corps' move to Wheel- 
ing would be notified to see if they wish- 
ed to pursue the matter. 


ANOTHER Cavalier official, however, 


indicated that it was unlikely that the

corps would try to find another place in 
Wheeling to build their headquarters. He 
said the Cavaliers had "good feelers" 
from Northbrook, Deerfleld and,Park 
Ridge, and would probably seek an ar- 
rangement with pork districts in those 
towns.

Is expected to rule this month on zoning 
of a controversial car junkyard at 300 W. 
Touhy Ave., unincorporated Elk Grove 
Township. 


Final zoning arguments in the attempt 


to close the Globe Auto Disposal Corp. 
were heard last week In Chicago. 


"I expect the judge will rule within 


two weeks," Jerome Schain, first assist- 
ant state's attorney, said. 


Schain asked Brussell to close the yard 


seven months ago because the property 
Is zoned manufacturing. 


The suit was prompted by residents of 


a neighboring trailer park who com- 
plained of "rats, noise, fires and no fenc- 
ing," Mrs. Isle Wollin, a trailer park 
resident, said. 


The Globe owners, William Zuccaro 


and Abe Marmal, filed a countersult, 
claiming that the M-l zoning was uncon- 
stitutional because some surrounding 
property is M-2 which would allow junk- 
yard operation. The owners asked the 
court to rczone the land. 


Brussell will rule on constitutionality of 


the zoning, based on information filed 
Tuesday and testimony last fall. If the 
zoning is upheld, Schain said he will ask 
for closing of the yard and possible fin- 
ing of the owners.

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District averaging 75 requests a day 
No shortage of applicants 
for local teaching positions

Teacher surplus subsiding? Not a 


chance. 


Requests for applications for leaching 


positions In Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dlst. 15 are coming In fast and furiously, 
as the panic of unemployment hits grad- 
uating college seniors. 


"We have been averaging 75 requests a 


day for applications for the past three 
weeks," said Paul Jung, director of per- 
sonnel, sitting behind a stack of com- 
pleted applications. 


Due to the ready market of teachers, 


Dlst. IS will not be Interviewing candi- 
dates on campus or accepting requests 
for applications over the telephone. 


"We are looking for people who arc 


really Interested In teaching In Dlst. 15. 
If a person takes the time to write a 
letter telling us something about them 
and asking for an application, we feel 
they are showing more of an Interest 
than just picking up the telephone and 
colling." sold Jung. 


LETTERS have been posted on the bul- 


letin boards of placement centers at 54 
colleges and universities spread over a 
five-state area Inviting teacher candi- 
dates to write for an application. 


Last year Dlst. 15 eliminated recruit- 


ing trips to all but two universities rrd 
this year none are scheduled. Campus re- 
cruiting Isn't fair to the candidate or the 
recruiter, said Jung. He explained there 
were usually so many candidates signed 
up for Interviews there wasn't time to 
adequately Interview anyone. By the end 
of the day It was all I could do to re- 
member one candidate from the next, he 
said. 


There was the additional problem that 


Inadequate time prevented the recruiters 
from Interviewing all Interested candi- 
dates. Candidates not genuinely Inter- 
ested In Dlst. IS would be Interviewed 
while other good candidates Interested In 
Dlst. 15 couldn't get In for an interview, 


said Jung. 


THE NEW recruiting procedure was 


"born out of frustration," according to 
Jung. The new procedure, which Is In its 
second year of use In Dlst. 15, calls for 
extensive Interviewing, teacher place- 
ment days and visitations to schools 
within the district before a teacher Is 
hired. 


There arc two main objectives to our 


new procedure, said Jung. First, we 
want to get the best teachers possible for 
Dlst. 15. Second, we want to treat every- 
one fairly. 


Onco the letter, not just a postcard, Is 


received the district sends out appli- 
cations. In addition to the formal appli- 
cation, Dlst. 15 encloses a questionnaire 
asking prospective teachers four philo- 
sophical questions about teaching. The 
questionnaire Is again an attempt to 
weed out applicants who arc not really 
interested In Dlst. 15. 


It is then the applicant's responsibility 


to complete the application form and 
have his transcript and recommenda- 
tions sent to the district. Applicants arc 
advised If they hove not heard from the 
district within 30 days of returning their 
application to call tho district to sec 
what may be missing from their flic. 


APPROXIMATELY 500 applicantlons 


have been sent out to date and the 
requests arc still coming In at a steady 
pace. Jung has received approximately 
200 completed applications. 


When the completed application Is re- 


ceived, Jung goes through a scries of 
checks. He mokes sure the candidate Is 
legally qualified to teach In Illinois, looks 
at his recommendations from his student 
teaching experience and then reviews tho 
entire application. 


Nearly 50 per cent of the applicants 


are asked hi for an Interview by the dis- 
trict. Applicants making the cut arc sent 
a letter asking them to call the office and 
arrange an Interview appointment. Other 


applicants are sent a letter encouraging 
them to make application to other dis- 
tricts. In specialized teaching areas, ap- 
plicants arc sent a letter stating the dis- 
trict does not know what Its needs In the 
area will be at the present time but they 
will be contacted once the needs become 
apparent. 


"We try to be fair by letting a candi- 


date know one way or another whether 
the district is interested in them," said 
Jung. 


NEXT STEP is tho interview. Most 


candidates will spend half an hour being 
Interviewed by one of the 19 principals in 
tho district on their curriculum, content 
knowledge, special teaching techniques 
they might use In a classroom and their 
Ideas on the relationship between the 
teacher and principal and teacher and 
student. 


Following the principal interview Jung 


meets with each candidate for half an 
hour to get an Idea of their total educa- • 
tlonal philosophy, goals and objectives 
for themsclf and as a teacher and usual- 
ly sets up a hypothetical classroom situ- 
ation to sec what they would do In the 
same situation. 


At the end of the day Jung and the 


principal sit down and review each can- 
didate. Approximately 50 per cent arc In- 
vited back to the district for placement 
days and the others are sent letters stat- 
ing that based on the Interview, the dis- 
trict could not employ them. 


This year flvo placement days arc 


scheduled, two more than last year. The 
district expects to Invite 250, candidates 
to the placement days. The days are 
scheduled for March 30 at Willow Bend 
School In Rolling Meadows, May 4 at 
Hunting Ridge School In Palatine, May 
11 at Plum Grove School In Rolling 
Meadows, one at the end of May and the 
final one In July. 


DURING THE placement days the 


candidates will talk to every principal in 
the district. The principals will then In- 
vite candidates they are Interested in to 
their school to spend a day. Not until 
then will the actual hiring take place. 


Candidates not employed following the 


placement days are sent a letter asking 
if they would like their application kept 
on file In case other positions open up. 


Dlst. 15 currently employs 590 teachers 


but expects to Increase the size of Its 
teaching staff to 605 next year. Based on 
an annual turnover rate of approximate- 
ly 16 per cent the district expects to have 
slightly more than 100 openings for the 
1973-74 school year.

west suburbs.

is a good time of year to sunbathe In 
Mexico or Hawaii. In fact, many area 


residents who arc searching for a warm 
climate In a popular resort may have to 
take second or third choices of dates and 
accommodations. 


"People are going to Mexico this year 


like It wasn't going to be there next 
year," said Mrs. Fisher. Perhaps the 
Mexican exodus means 
suburbanites 


have had a hard winter and need a 
week's siesta. 


ACCORDING TO another local travel 


agent, a 10-day trip to Mexico, one of 
their most popular tours this season, 
costs about $330 per person. That's cheap 
compared to a week In the Caribbean for 
$460 and comparable to trips to the Ba- 
hamas and Jamaica. 


Though the travel agencies In the area 


can send their clients anywhere In the 
world, almost, most suburbanites like the 
well-known places. 


"The area Is pretty conservative, most 


people who come in wont one of the usu- 
al vacations," said Mrs. Fisher. 


Exotic trips planned by area travel 


agencies include a few safaris to Africa, 
a hunting trip to New Zealand and a few 
South American trips. No one goes to 
Alaska or Europe this time of year. And 
ski resorts arc taking a backseat to the 
southern beaches. 


Of course "usual" vacations don't nec- 


essarily mean mundane places like 
Miami, either. 


"People in the suburbs arc well-trav- 


eled, they want something a little differ- 
ent," according to Fran Donoghuc, a 
travel agent. 


AT MOST TRAVEL agencies the first 


few months of 1973 have proved to be 
very busy. Post holiday season blahs arc 
one possible reason that people are tak- 
ing off In record numbers for quickie va- 
cations. 


And anyone who's anyone with a free 


weekend is heading for Los Vegas. It 
costs only about $200 for a three-day 
stay. (Not counting gambling money). 


"It's not all that warm in Los Vegas, 


but there's lots to do — it's just right for 
a nice weekend," said Mrs. Donoghue. 
She sold that the Bahamas are a good 
place for a three-or four-day vacation 
and Hawaii and Jamaica are good for 
longer stays. 


"We book trips to Hawaii for a week, 


but It really takes more time than that to 
see everything you want to see and come 
back refreshed," said Mrs. Donoghue 
who sold a few people have come back 
from a week's trip frustrated that they 
had to leave some sights unseen. 


Since more and more people are taking 


several one week vacations instead of 
one longer vacation, the speed of the air- 
lines make it the most common means of 
travel. Less than 10 per cent of the 
people take a train on their trip and even 
fewer people take a bus. 


And while cars are usually used once 


people reach their destination, cars can't 
get frigid suburbanites out of the snowy 
midwest fast enough.

New plans for four 32-story buildings, 


part of the dormant Outer Planets devel- 
opment, have been reviewed by officials 
of the Schaumburg Building Department, 
a source close to the village said 
recently. 


Lee Romano, 2010 W. Golf Rd., Arling- 


ton Heights, originator, planner, and 
builder of the Outer Planets devel- 
opment, confirmed that his architects 
have prepared plans reviving the concept 
of a futuristic new city center, a project 
originally approved In fall of 1968. 


A billboard on Hlgglns Road just west 


of III. Rtc. 53 marks the site of the mas- 
sive Outer Planets development as Ro- 
mano originally presented It. 


More than two hundred acres In or to 


bo annexed to Schaumburg will bo de- 
voted to Romano's Outer Planets, he 
said Friday. Additionally, land In Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Meadows will 
eventually be part of his "Northwest 
Loop" concept. 
. THE LAND is located in several par- 
cels at the Intersection of Hlgglns Road 
and 1-90 and at the junction of nearby 
major arteries, Romano said. 


While he refused to make any other 


specifics public at this time, the plan will 
Includt a mixture of apartments and 
condominiums, office buildings, and hotel 
space. The buildings will vary in heights, 
but will be hlghrlscs. 


Romano confirmed that discussions 


with the building department in Schaum- 
burg have taken place, a step necessary 
before asking the village for rczoning 
and annexation. 


The plan, ns originally approved by the 


village in the fall of 1968, Involved 86 
acres on the southwest corner of Hlggins 
and Rtc. 53. The village granted planned 
unit development zoning and annexation 
for what was then a $150 million project 
scheduled to Include a 113-story office 
building and other multi-story apart- 
ment, hotel, and office structures. 


IN THE MIDST of the village dis- 


cussions, the state gave notice of its in- 
tent to purchase about 20 acres of the 
project land for use as right of way and 
frontage roads to connect 1-90 with Rtc. 
53 and Hlgglns Road. 


The state did buy the land from Ro- 


mano, and In February, 1971 the village 
board ruled that the land revert to its 


original single-family zoning because Ro- 
mano had not begun construction as he 
had planned. 


Romano said Friday he let the zoning 


lapse because the land could not be de- 
veloped as he proposed after the state 
bought the twenty acres. 


In addition to the Schaumburg Outer 


Planets development, in spring of 1970 
the Herald reported that Romano pro- 
posed to build a high-rise hotel and office 
buildings on land he owned in the vicin- 
ity of Arlington Heights Road, the North- 
west Tollwoy, and Algonquin Road. 


THE HERALD also reported at that 


time that Romano's plans call for more 
high-rise office buildings at Golf Road 
where the Northwest Tollway crosses 
near Rolling Meadows. 


Sports World, another Romano project, 


fell through in 1971 when the Cook Coun- 
ty Forest Preserve condemned and then 
purchased acres in Elk Grove Township 
first intended ns a luxury sports com- 
plex, complete with domed stadium, res- 
taurants, and skating rinks. 


The 97 acres located across from the 


WGN tower were added to the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve. '

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Suburbanites heading for the beaches

February, with its snow and blustering 


winds. Is a good month to be from the 
northwest suburbs — far from the north- 
west suburbs. 


The South Seas, warm as a bathtub, 


have enticed many area residents to take 
their first plunge of the new year. One 
local resident, perhaps blinded by the 
glaringly warm sun, took the plunge a 
little carelessly and got In a tangle with 
a sea urchin. 


"Our client was Instructed to rub lem- 


on Juice on the wound the spiny creature 
left - probably a native custom," said 
Roberta Fisher of a travel agency In Ar- 
lington Heights. A little skeptical of the 
treatment, the man asked the Mexican 
doctor to give him a tetanus shot. He 
spent the rest of his vacation very com- 
fortably on the beach 


According to local travel agencies this 


Is a good lime of year to sunbathe In 
Mexico or Hawaii. In fact, many area 


residents who are searching for a warm 
climate In a popular resort may have to 
take second or third choices of dates and 
accommodations. 


"People are going to Mexico this year 


like It wasn't going to be there next 
year," said Mrs. Fisher. Perhaps the 
Mexican exodus means suburbanites 
have had a hard winter and need a 
week's siesta. 


ACCORDING TO another local travel 


agent, a 10-day trip to Mexico, one of 
their most popular tours this season, 
costs about $330 per person. That's cheap 
compared to a week In the Caribbean for 
$460 and comparable to trips to the Ba- 
hamas and Jamaica. 


Though the travel agencies In the area 


can send their clients anywhere In the 
world, almost, most suburbanites like the 
well-known places. 


"The area Is pretty conservative, most 


people who come In want one of the usu- 
al vacations," said Mrs. Fisher. 


Exotic trips planned by area travel 


agencies Include a few safaris to Africa, 
a hunting trip to New Zealand and a few 
South American trips. No one goes to 
Alaska or Europe this time of year. And 
ski resorts are taking a backseat to the 
southern beaches.

Of course "usual" vacations don't nec- 


essarily mean mundane places like 
Miami, either. 


"People in the suburbs are well-trav- 


eled, they want something a little differ- 
ent," according to Fran Donoghue, a 
travel agent. 


AT MOST TRAVEL agencies the first 


few months of 1973 have proved to be 
very busy. Post holiday season blahs are 
one possible reason that people are tak- 
ing off In record numbers for quickie va- 
cations. 


And anyone who's anyone with a free 


weekend is heading for Las Vegas. It 
costs only about $200 for a three-day 
stay. (Not counting gambling money). 


"It's not all that warm In Las Vegas, 


but there's lots to do — it's just right for 
a nice weekend," said Mrs. Donoghue. 
She said that the Bahamas are a good 
place for a three-or four-day vacation 
and Hawaii and Jamaica are good for 
longer stays. 


"We book trips to Hawaii for a week, 


but it really takes more time than that to 
see everything you want to see and come 
back refreshed," said Mrs. Donoghue 
who said a few people have come back 
from a week's trip frustrated that they 
had to leave some sights unseen. 


Since more and more people are taking 


several one week vacations instead of 
one longer vacation, the speed of the air- 
lines make it the most common means of 
travel. Less than 10 per cent of the 
'people take a train on their trip and even 
fewer people take a bus. 


And while cars are usually used once 


people reach their destination, cars can't 
get frigid suburbanites out of the snowy 
midwest fast enough.

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City manager sees no surplus 
Projected $250,000 deficit 
may mean real estate taxes 


Projections of a possible 1250,000 defi- 


cit In the Rolling Meadows city budget 
for fiscal 1973 may mean a return of the 
city real estate lax. 


That possibility came to light during a 


meeting of the finance committee last 
week. City Mgr. James Watson told tho 
committee his tentative budget figures 
show the city will need an additional 
$200.000 to J2JO.OOO In revenue to provide 
for services and expenses planned In the 
coming fiscal year beginning May 1. 


Watson said unless departmental budg- 


ets are trimmed, the city may have to 
find other sources of Income to provide 
for the increasing costs of services. "We 
simply cannot keep providing these ser- 
vices for free," he said. "I get mad when 


I read stories saying there will be a sur- 
plus In this year's budget because I know 
there won't be." 


CITY TREASURER Robert Cole had 


projected several weeks ago that some 
surplus would remain In the budget this 
year and could be carried over to the 
following year. 


Watson told tho committee the city 


presently has only a one-month surplus 
of funds that will likely be used up before 
April 30 He said he thinks tentative de- 
partment budgets arc set and cannot be 
trimmed too much more. To provide the 
revenue to match the requests, however, 
Watson and Aid. Fred Jacobson (5th), 
chairman of the committee, said tho city 
may have to consider finding additional 


sources of Income, including perhaps 
charging for garbage collection, raising 
tho cost of vehicle stickers, or bringing 
back the city real estate tax levy. 


Committee member 
Aid. Kenneth 


Retike (5th), however, strongly dis- 
agreed with .Watson's view of the budg- 
ets. He charged there are a number of 
requests In budgets that can be cut to 
bring city expenditures In line with avail- 
able monies.

He said an example of unnecessary 


budget fat Is the police department's 
request for walke-talkles for each of the 
city's 25 patrolmen. Rctzke charged that 
kind of expenditure "is a perfect ex- 
ample of poor administrative planning"

District averaging 75 requests a day 
Outlook better for job-seeking teachers? Don 9t believe it

Teacher surplus subsiding? Not a 


cnancc. 


Requests for applications for teaching 


positions in Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dlst, 15 arc coming in fast and furiously, 
as the panic of unemployment hits grad- 
uating college seniors. 


"We hate been averaging 75 requests a 


day for applications for the past three 
weeks," said Paul Jung, director of per- 
sonnel, sitting behind a stack of com- 
pleted applications. 


Due to the ready market of teachers, 


Dlst IS will not be Interviewing candi- 
dates on campus or accepting requests 
for applications over the telephone 


"We are looking for people who are 


really Interested in teaching in Dlst. IS. 
If a person takes the time to write a 
letter telling us something about them 


and asking for an application, we feel 
they are showing more of an interest 
than just picking up the telephone and 
calling," said Jung. 


LETTERS have been posted on the bul- 


letin boards of placement centers at 54 
colleges and universities spread over a 
five-state area Inviting teacher candi- 
dates to write for an application. 


Last year Dlst. 15 eliminated recruit- 


ing trips to all but two universities and 
this year none are scheduled. Campus re- 
cruiting Isn't fair to the candidate or the 
recruiter, said Jung. He explained there 
were usually so many candidates signed 
up for interviews there wasn't time to 
adequately Interview anyone. By the end 
of the day it was all I could do to re- 
member one candidate from the next, he 
said. 


There was the additional problem that 


Inadequate time prevented the recruiters 
from Interviewing all Interested candi- 
dates. Candidates not genuinely inter- 
ested in Dlst. 15 would be interviewed 
while other good candidates interested In 
Dlst. 15 couldn't get In for an interview, 
said Jung. 


THE NEW recruiting procedure was 


"born out of frustration," according to 
Jung. The new procedure, which is In Its 
second year of use in Dlst. 15, calls for 
extensive interviewing, teacher place- 
ment days and visitations to schools 
within the district before a teacher is 
hired. 


There are two main objectives to our 


new procedure, said Jung. First, we 
want to get the best teachers possible for 
Dlst. 15. Second, we want to treat every- 
one fairly. 


Once the letter, not just a postcard, Is 


received the district sends out appli- 
cations. In addition to the formal appli- 
cation, Dlst. 15 encloses a questionnaire 
asking prospective teachers four philo- 
sophical questions about teaching. The 
questionnaire is again an attempt to 
weed out applicants who are not really 
interested In Dlst. 15 


It Is then the applicant's responsibility 


to complete the application form and 
have his transcript and recommenda- 
tions sent to the district. Applicants are 
advised if they have not heard from the 
district within 30 days of returning their 
application to call the district to see 
what may be missing from their file. 


APPROXIMATELY 500 applications 


have been sent out to date and the 
requests are still coming in at a steady 
pace. Jung has received approximately 
200 completed applications. 


When the completed application is re- 


ceived, Jung goes through a series of 
checks. He makes sure the candidate is 
legally qualified to teach in Illinois, looks 
at his recommendations from his student 
teaching experience and then reviews the 
entire application. 


Nearly 50 per cent of the applicants 


are asked in for an interview by the dis- 
trict. Applicants making the cut are sent 
a letter asking them to call the office and 
arrange an Interview appointment. Other 
applicants are sent a letter encouraging 
them to make application to other dis- 
tricts. In specialized teaching areas, ap- 
plicants are sent a letter stating the dis- 
trict does not know what its needs In the 
area will be at the present time but they 
will be contacted once the needs become 
apparent. 


"We try to be fair by letting a candi- 


date know one way or another.whether 
the district is interested in them," said 
Jung 


NEXT STEP is the interview. Most 


candidates will spend half an hour being 
interviewed by one of the 19 principals in 
the district on then- curriculum, content 
knowledge, special teaching techniques 
they might use in a classroom and their 
Ideas on the relationship between the 
teacher and principal and teacher and 
student. 


Following the principal interview Jung 


meets with each candidate for half an 
hour to get an idea of their total educa- 
tional philosophy, goals and objectives 
for themself and as a teacher and usual- 
ly sets up a hypothetical classroom situ- 
ation to see what they would do In the

Village eyes new "Outer Planets' plans

New plans for four 32-story buildings, 


part of the dormant Outer Planets devel- 
opment, have been reviewed by officials 
of the Schaumburg Building Department, 
a source close to the village said 
recently. 


Lee ft nano, 2010 W. Golf Rd., Arling- 


ton Heights, originator, planner, and 
builder of the Outer Planets devel- 
opment, confirmed that his architects 
have prepared plans reviving the concept 
of a futuristic new city center, a project 
originally approved in fall of 1968. 


A billboard on Higglns Road just west 


of 111. Rtc. 53 marks the site of the mas- 
sive Outer Planets development as Ro- 
mano originally presented it. 


More than two hundred acres in or to 


be annexed to Schaumburg will be de- 
voted to Romano's Outer Planets, he 
said Friday. Additionally, land in Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Meadows will 
eventually be part of his "Northwest 
Loop" concept. 


THE LAND is located in several par- 


cels at the Intersection of Higglns Road 
and 1-90 and at the junction of nearby 
major arteries, Romano said. 


While he refused to make any other 


specifics public at this time, the plan will 
includt a mixture of apartments and 
condominiums, office buildings, and hotel 
space. The buildings will vary in heights, 
but will be hlghriscs. 


Romano .confirmed that discussions 


with the building department in Schaum- 
burg have taken place, a step necessary 
before asking the village for rezoning 
and annexation. 


The plan, as originally approved by the 


village in the fall of 1968, involved 66 
acres on the southwest corner of Higglns 
and Rtc. 53. The village granted planned 
unit development zoning and annexation 
for what was then a $150 million project 
scheduled to Include a 113-story office 
building and other multi-story apart- 
ment, hotel, and office structures. 


IN THE MIDST of the village dis- 


cussions, the state gave notice of its in- 
tent to purchase about 20 acres of the 
project land for use as right of way and 
frontage roads to connect 1-90 with Rte. 
53 and Higgins Road. 


The state did buy the land from Ro- 


mano, and in February, 1971 the village 
board ruled that the land revert to its 


original single-family zoning because Ro- 
mano had not begun construction as he 
had planned. 


Romano said Friday he let the zoning 


lapse because the land could not be de- 
veloped as he proposed after the state 
bought the twenty acres. 


In addition to the Schaumburg Outer 


• Planets development, in spring of 1970 


the Herald reported that Romano pro- 
posed to build a high-rise hotel and office 
buildings on land he owned in the vicin- 
ity of Arlington Heights Road, the North- 
west Tollway, and Algonquin Road.

of a futuristic new city center, a project 
i.'lglnally approved In fall of 1968. 


A billboard on Hlgglns Road just west 


of III Rte. S3 marks the site of the mas- 
sive Outer Planets development as Ro- 
mano originally presented It. 


More than two hundred acres In or to 


bo annexed to Schnumburg will be de- 
voted to Romano's Outer Planets, he 
said Friday. Additionally, land In Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Meadows will 
eventually be part of his "Northwest 
Loop" concept. 


THE LAND Is located In several par- 


cels at the Intersection of Hlgglns Road 
and 1-00 and at the junction of nearby 
major arteries, Romano said.

Sewage, water seepage 
'no problem': apartments 


by MARILYN HEISER 


The results of a survey sent to 176 gar- 


den apartments (ground floor) at Prairie 
Ridge Apartments In Hoffman Estates 
Indicate that despite some complaints, 
sewage backup and water seepage is not 
a major problem, Building Comr. Dan 
Murphy said Thursday. 


Fifty questionnaires were returned, he 


said, and the public works department Is 
investigating somo of the specific com- 
plaints. However, the results indicate 
most problems occur because tenants 
arc throwing things In the toilets that do 
not belong there, he said. 


Murphy said the department officials 


met with representatives from Vavrus 
Associates, builders of Prairie Ridge, 
last week. The public works department 
is setting up a program of flushing out 
main village sewage lines on a more 
regular basis, Murphy said. 


The problem at Prairie Ridge, he 


added seems to be within the complex, 
and except on two occasions, has not 
been related to main village lines. 


On these two occasions, the village 


lines were blocked, and this probably 
caused sewage backup In two buildings, 
he said. But as the survey results In- 
dicate, the problem has not occurred 
with any regularity, he said. 


SIXTEEN OR 17 surveys were re- 


turned with no complaints of sewage 


backup or water seepage, Murphy said. 
Thirty-five surveys mentioned a com- 
plaint, but very few had more than one, 
he added. 


Murphy specifically mentioned that 


Tom Jones, 400 Bode ltd., complained 
once to the building department of water 
seepage in June, 1972. Vavrus excavated 
around the building and waterproofed the 
whole foundation after being informed of 
the complaint, Murphy said. 


The isolated incidents of sewage back- 


up, Murphy said, make it logical to as- 
sume the problem Is not with inadequate 
or improperly engineered sewage lines. 
If the line was at fault, adjacent apart- 
ments with back-to-back toilets should 
cxpcritncc sewage back-ups at the same 
time, he said. This has not happened 
judging from the survey, he added. 


WATER SEEPAGE complaints were 


also not widespread, he said, and pri- 
marily the problems, occurred once or 
twice last summer during the heavy 
rains, he added. 


The departments Is checking out some 


complaints, he added, and will be In- 
vestigating particularly In two buildings 
which seemed to experience the most 
problems. 


The survey was sent as a result of 


Jones' complaints to the village board, 
the public works committee, and the 
media. 


Sipple tells 
ivhy he quit 
health board

Personal objections to a proposed hos- 


pital site in Schaumburg topped a list of 
reasons offered by Richard Sipple last 
week for his forthcoming resignation 
from the village's board of health. 


Sipple, one of four board members 


whose appointments expire next month, 
also cited internal lack of commu- 
nications and a cessation of group activi- 
ty since formation of the village health 
department as factors contributing to his 
decision to quit. 


He described a 20-acre parcel on 


Schaumburg Road announced as the fu- 
ture location of Rush-Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's Medical Center North as "one of 
the worst sites in the entire village or 
township. 


Noting he considers his appointment to 


the health board "political," Sipple told 
chairman Ed Scala to expect a formal 
letter of resignation. 


HE SAID HE would like to be replaced 


since his desires have ceased to coincide 
with those of village leaders. Sipple said 
he plans to return the $100 stipend paid 
him for health board service last year. 


"Our board of health Isn't In on zilch In 


Schaumburg and I just don't believe 
what is happening here. It is becoming 
the City of Chicago all over again," he 
commented. 


Scala and board members Betty En- 


bysk and Terry Glynn openly dis- 
couraged Sipple from resigning and 
asked that he reconsider. 


"I hate to see you resign because you 


disagree with the hospital site because I, 
too, disagree with It and would hate to 
think my sitting on this board depends on 
that," said Mrs. Ebysk. 


SUGGESTING THAT Sipple might be 


more effective In fighting the site, Mrs. 
Glynn explained she too questioned the 
health board not being asked to send a 
representative to the original hospital 
committee formed several years ago. 


"You are not alone. There are many 


angry people in this village," she added 


Sipple believes responsiveness of vil- 


lage leaders to citizens needs has be- 
come a lost cause. "I have passed the 
point of being angry," he said 


He called the board "an unnecessary 


group of people" since employment of 
sanitarian Robert Grossmann last year. 
Grossmann, Sipple said, is doing every- 
thing while the board docs nothing. 


"THESE MEETINGS are nothing We, 


as board members don't have enough 
guts to get out and fight for what we 
believe because it seems we don't believe 
anymore," he said. 


Sipple also told of being excluded from 


board activities and discussion and said 
he had been informed of health depart- 
ment projects by others living in the vil- 
lage.

ities with the authority to do so to take 
on some of the load. Only municipalities 
with populations of 20,000 or more are 
eligible. 


In Schaumburg, the responsibilities of 


the office will fall to Hy Ycargln, the 
village's permits and licensing official. 
The ordinance was developed as a con- 
sumer protection service, said Ycargln. 
He noted a conversation with a service 
station owner who reported a 4H"-to five- 
year lapse between Inspections by state 
agents. Ycargln plans accuracy checks 
at service stations and food outlets every 
six months. 


THE LOCAL approach to this type of 


consumer service wins Yard's support on 
two grounds. First, he sold, the con- 
sumer Is better served by control that is 
present and obvious at ail times, and is 
accessible for complaints or questions. 
The local Inspector is more likely to pick 
up a violation of weights and measures 
regulations, and because of his better un- 
derstanding of the community and local 
merchants, can accomplish corrective 
measures with less delay. 


Also, noted Yard, the consumer will 


now have "two watchdogs." Local ordi- 
nances do not mean the state will no 


longer inspect in the community, al- 
though state inspections will be less 
frequent. And should the state fall to 
check local outlets, it still will review an- 
nual reports from the community detail- 
ing the results of inspections and any 
subsequent action. 


While Yard strongly encourages more 


communities to take the action Schaum- 
burg chose, only Skokic and Evanston 
have similar departments in the North- 
west Chicago areaa. 


PREPARING to establish

burg's department, Yeargin contacted 
surrounding municipalities and could 
find none closer than Skokie that had any 
experience with weights and measures 
control, although'Elgin officials said they 
had considered setting up departments of 
their own. 


The expense is not great, said Yeargin, 


noting that equipment purchases are a 
one-time act. Skokie has been using the 
same testing devices 25 years. 


INITIAL COST will be somewhere be- 


tween $500 and $900, said Yeargin. This 
will provide weight kits with precision 
stainless steel weights measuring from 
one-sixteenth ounce to two pounds; 25- 
pound weights; a 5-gallon gasoline can 
with calibrated markings and gauges; 
funnels, wrenches and other hand tools 
and the printed material to record the 
functions of the department. This will In- 
clude decals and receipts for the estab- 
lishments which will have been tested. 


Yeargin will be testing an estimated 


200 gasoline pumps and 150 to 200 food 
scales in the village. This will not inter- 
fere with his other responsibilities, he 
said, since licensing and permit chores 
are seasonal in nature. He can conduct 
his weights and measures inspections in 
the off-construction seasons.

A minor controversy about the office of 


the village clerk has cast some doubt on 
the wisdom of the decision to change the 
Job from an elected to an appointed post. 


'The controversy Is not easy to under- 


stand but, at teas! on the surface, cen- 
ters around the question of how much a 


full-time village clerk should be paid. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson says he can 


run the clerk's department on a total 
payroll of $17,700. Of this total amount he 
has proposed the following breakdown: 
$8,670 for a deputy clerk, $7,030 for a 
clerk typist, $1,500 for the clerk himself 
and $300 for other temporary help.

Uses city center concept 
Village eyes new 'Outer Planets'plans

New plans for four 32-story buildings, 


part of the dormant Outer Planets devel- 
opment, have been reviewed by officials 
of the Schaumburg Building Department, 
a source close to the village said 
recently 


Lcc f» nano, 2010 W. Golf Rd., Arling- 


ton Heights, originator, planner, and 
builder of the Outer Planets devel- 
opment, confirmed that his architects 
have prepared plans reviving the concept 
of a futuristic new city center, a project 
originally approved In fall of 1968. 


A billboard on Hlgglns Road just west 


of 111. Rtc. 53 marks the site of the mas- 
sive Outer Planets development as Ro- 
mano originally presented It. 


More than two hundred acres in or to 


be annexed to Schaumburg will be de- 
voted to Romano's Outer Planets, he 
said Friday. Additionally, land In Arling- 
ton Heights and Rolling Meadows will 
eventually be part of his "Northwest 
Loop" concept. 


THE LAND is located in several par- 


cels at the intersection of Higgins Road 
and 1-90 and at the junction of nearby 
major arteries, Romano said. 


While he refused to make any other 


specifics public at this time, the plan will 
Includt a mixture of apartments and 
condominiums, olficc buildings, and hotel 
space, 'flip buildings will vary in heights, 
but \villbehighriscs. 


Romano confirmed that discussions 


with the building department in Schaum- 
burg have taken place, a step necessary 
before asking the village for rczonlng 
and annexation. 


Tho plan, as originally approved by the 


village in the fall of 1968, involved 86 
acres on the southwest corner of Hlgglns 
and Rtc. 53. The village granted planned 
unit development zoning and annexation 
for what was then a $150 million project 
scheduled to Include a 113-story office 
building and other multi-story apart- 
ment, hotel, and office structures. 


IN THE MIDST of the village dls- 


cusslons, the state gave notice of its in- 
tent to purchase about 20 acres of the 
project land for use as right of way and 
frontage roads to connect 1-90 with Rte. 
53 and Higgins Road. 


The state did buy the land from Ro- 


mano, and in February, 1971 the village 
board ruled that the land revert to its 


original single-family zoning because Ro- 
mano had not begun construction as he 
had planned. 


Romano said Friday he let the zoning 


lapse because the land could not be de- 
veloped as he proposed after the state 
bought the twenty acres. 


In addition to the Schaumburg Outer 


Planets development, in spring of 1970 
the Herald reported that Romano pro- 
posed to build a high-rise hotel and office 
buildings on land he owned in the vicin- 
ity of Arlington Heights Road, the North- 
west Tolhvay, and Algonquin Road. 


THE HERALD also reported at that 


time that Romano's plans call for more 
high-rise office buildings at Golf Road 
where the Northwest Tollway crosses 
near Rolling Meadows. 


Sports World, another Romano project, 


fell through In 1971 when the Cook Coun- 
ty Forest Preserve condemned and then 
purchased acres in Elk Grove Township 
first intended as a luxury sports com- 
plex, complete with domed stadium, res- 
taurants, and skating rinks. 


The 97 acres located across' from the 


WGN tower were added to the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve.
